To  Physicians  and  Surgeons : 
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ZAEYNGEAL    GROWTH  EXTIRPATED   BY   MEANS 
OF  THE  EAR  YNGOSCOPE.

In  August  of  the  year  1872, 1  reported  in  the  St.  Louis  Med- 
ical AND  Surgical  Journal,  an  operation  for  the  removal  o£ 
a  laryngeal  tumor  (papilloma),  by  means  of  the  laryngoscope; 
the  first  recorded  operation  of  the  kind,  as  far  as  I  am  aware, 
performed  outside  of  the  eastern  cities.  In  this  case  there  has 
been  no  recurrence  of  the  tumor  and  the  larynx  presents  at  the 
present  time  a  normal  aspect. 

The  following  case  is  interesting  on  account  of  the  size  of  the 
growth,  and  the  difficulties  of  the  operation  due  to  the  peculiar 
situation  of  portions  of  it. 

Mr.  T.  W.,  aged  forty,  a  merchant,  consulted  me  July  9, 1875, 
on  account  of  dyspnoea,  greatly  increased  on  any  exertion,  and  at 
times  violent  attacks  of  suffocation.  There  was  also  a  constant 
dry  hacking  cough,  and  more  or  less  difficulty  in  swallowing. 
The  voice  was  completely  suppressed  and  he  was  unable  to  pro- 
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duce  a  tone  above  a  whisper.  The  general  appearance  of  the 
patient  was  that  of  a  person  in  the  later  stages  of  phthisis  ; 
he  was  very  much  emaciated,  with  his  bodily  powers  greatly  im- 
paired— the  slightest  exertion  producing  great  distress  and  fa- 
tigue. 

He  stated,  that  seven  years  previously  he  had  noticed  an  alter- 
ation in  the  tone  of  his  voice,  and  since  that  time  a  gradually 
increasing  hoarseness  or  huskiness  until  the  tone  had  entirely  dis- 
appeared. It  was  only  about  the  beginning  of  the  year  1875, 
that  he  commenced  to  experience  marked  difficulty  of  breathing, 
although  for  some  time  previous,  there  had  been  a  certain  im- 
pairment of  the  respiration,  especially  on  any  hurried  movement 
or  exertion.  From  that  time,  the  dyspnoea  had  constantly  in- 
creased, and  he  began  to  suffer  from  a  difficulty  in  swallowing. 
He  had  undergone  quite  extended  local  and  general  treatment 
under  a  number  of  physicians,  with  no  relief  to  his  symptoms. 


On  deep  inspirutioii. 

A  laryngoscopic  examination  presented  the  picture  as  faith- 
fully given  in  the  above  wood- cut,  which  was  drawn  from  the 
living  larynx,  by  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Todd,  of  this  city.  On  the  first 
night  the  whole  glottis  seemed  filled  by  a  mass,  which  would  en- 
tirely obstruct  respiration,  but  on  making  the  patient  inspire 
deeply,  a  small  opening  was  seen  at  the  cartilaginous  extremity 
of  the  left  vocal  cord,  perhaps  a  little  longer  than  a  goose-quill. 
On  ordinary  respiration,  this  opening  was  necessarily  much^di- 
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minished,  as  the  tumor  on  the  right  cord  overlapped  in  a  meas- 
ure the  left  cord.  A  close  examination  showed  the  mass  to  con- 
sist of  three  distinct  growths — one  almost  filling  the  right  side 
of  the  larynx  and  having  its  base  on  the  right  vocal  cord  ;  a  sec- 
ond with  its  base  in  the  anterior  angle  of  the  thyroid  cartilage  ; 
and  a  third  situated  on  the  left  cord,  covering  the  anterior  half 
of  the  cord.  They  were  so  blended  together  and  covered  by  the 
secretions  as  to  present  the  appearance  of  a  single  growth,  and 
it  was  only  by  close  examination  that  the  distinct  outlines  of  the 
several  parts  could  be  perceived. 

August  2. — Mr.  W.  returned  to  St.  Louis  to  have  the  opera- 
tion performed  for  the  removal  of  the  growth.  I  first  thought 
that  tracheotomy  would  be  necessary,  preliminary  to  any  effort  for 
the  removal  of  the  growth  by  means  of  the  laryngoscope.  The 
opening  into  the  glottis  being  so  small,  and  the  danger  of  its  be- 
ing still  further  diminished  or  closed  entirely  through  the  swel- 
ling, and  the  inflammatory  action  possibly  arising  during  the  op- 
eration, seemed  to  justify  its  performance  prior  to  any  attempted 
removal  through  the  mouth.  I  know  that  such  is  the  rule  in  the 
extirpation  of  these  large  laryngeal  tumors  ;  but  the  general  de- 
bilitated condition  of  the  patient,  and  the  danger  attending  the 
administration  of  chloroform  to  a  person  in  his  situation,  deter- 
mined me  to  try  and  remove  it  without  performing  tracheotomy. 

Luckily  the  patient  was  a  man  of  great  will  and  nerve,  and 
appreciating  the  gravity  of  the  situation  and  the  necessity  of  ab- 
solute co-operation  of  the  subject  with  the  operator  in  such  an 
operation,  aided  materially  to  the  success  of  the  operation. 

August  11. — The  first  sitting  of  the  operation  was  held — the 
patient  having  been  for  several  days  previously  exercised  by  the 
repeated  introduction  of  the  laryngeal  sound  in  order,  in  a  meas- 
ure, to  deaden  the  sensibility  of  the  parts  and  to  accustom  them 
to  the  presence  of  instruments. 

I  first  endeavored  to  enlarge  the  opening  into  the  glottis  by 
the  removal  of  that  part  of  the  growth  immediately  covering  it, 
in  order  to  diminish  as  far  as  possible  the  danger  arising  from 
the  swellino;  and  inflammation.  Makino;  use  of  the  German  tubo- 
forceps  (Tiirk),  I  succeeded  in  removing  quite  a  large  mass — 
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this  portion  of  the  tumor  proving  quite  soft  and  friable  and  tear-, 
ing  readily  in  the  grasp  of  the  instrument.  It  was  removed  in 
small  fragments,  the  wliolc  sitting  continuing  with  intervals  of 
rest  a  little  over  an  hour.  The  patient  being  then  much  exhausted, 
the  operation  was  discontinued.  He  was  put  to  bed  and  directed 
to  swallow  small  pellets  of  ice,  and  to  keep  the  neck  covered  with 
cold  cloths.  The  hi^morrhage  Avas  profuse,  but  was  promptly 
checked  by  the  local  application  of  a  styptic.  There  was  very 
little  pain  during  the  operation,  the  chief  distress  arising  from 
the  violent  fits  of  coughing,  caused  by  the  presence  of  the  instru- 
ments, and  he  complained  of  a  burning  sensation  in  the  epigastric 
region. 

No  further  operative  measures  were  taken  for  several  days,  on 
account  of  the  great  exhaustion  and  weakness  of  the  patient. 
The  inflammatory  action  and  swelling  were  trifling,  and  the  dys- 
pnoea had  diminished  in  a  marked  degree. 

Many  successive  sittings  were  necessary  for  the  removal  of 
the  entire  mass,  and  a  variety  of  instruments  were  used.  The 
superficial  portions  being  soft,  were  easily  torn  by  the  forceps, 
but  as  an  approach  was  made  toward  the  base,  the  substance  of 
the  tumor  became  firmer  and  tougher,  and  cutting  instruments 
were  employed.  I  found  of  special  service  a  modified  Macken- 
zie's  cutting  forceps.  Some  portions  of  the  tumor  resisted  even 
the  cutting  forceps,  and  it  was  destroyed  by  first  thoroughly 
crushing  it  by  means  of  Turk's  saw-toothed  ecraseur  forceps, 
when  in  a  few  days  it  was  found  softened  sufficiently  to  be  re- 
moved. 

The  removal  of  the  mass  from  the  superior  portion  of  the  lar- 
ynx disclosed  two  separate  and  distinct  growths  situated  in  the 
trachea — one  near  the  posterior  extremity  of  the  right  cord,  and 
the  other  immediately  in  the  angle  of  the  thyroid  cartilage,  one 
quarter  of  an  inch  below  the  insertion  of  the  cords.  The  re- 
moval of  these  portions  proved  very  difficult,  as  they  could  only  be 
grasped  at  the  moment  when  the  patient,  taking  a  deep  inspira- 
tion, separated  the  cords,  and  the  instrument  could  then  be  passed 
between  them.  The  one  in  the  anterior  angle  was  removed,  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  part  of  the  base,  and  a  greater  part  of 
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that  situated  in  the  posterior  part  of  the  cricoid  cartilage.  This 
resisted  the  utmost  force  allo^yable  with  cutting;  and  crushinor  for- 
ceps,  and  gave  the  grating  sensation  to  the  hand  using  the  cutting 
forceps,  as  is  felt  in  cutting  fibrous  cartilage.  I  then  tried  to 
destroy  it  with  caustics,  trying  first  the  chromic  acid,  then  solid 
nitrate  of  silver,  and  lastly,  the  London  paste  (equal  parts  caus- 
tic soda  and  lime).  The  application  of  the  caustics  proved  very 
painful,  owing,  from  the  situation  of  the  tumor,  to  the  almost 
impossibility  of  avoiding  other  parts.  After  several  applications, 
and  a  thorough  application  of  a  strong  solution  of  nitrate  of 
silver  to  the  bases  of  the  remaining  portions,  I  dismissed  the 
patient  with  his  promise  of  returning  in  a  few  months. 

There  was  no  appearance  of  the  growth  in  the  larynx,  and  it 
was  only  on  deep  inspiration,  when  the  cords  were  widely  separ- 
ated, that  a  piece  could  be  seen  projecting  from  under  the  right 
cord  at  the  posterior  extremity,  and  a  small  piece  below  the  angle 
of  the  thyi'oid  cartilage. 

In  December  Mr.  W.  writes  to  me  that  his  voice  has  regained 
its  tone  with  considerable  clearness,  his  breathing  is  perfectly 
free  and  unobstructed,  and  that  he  has  regained  his  usual  health. 

I  apprehend,  however,  a  recurrence  of  the  growth,  especially 
that  portion  below  the  cords  which  was  not  thoroughly  eradicated. 

A  microscopical  examination  made  of  the  growth  by  Dr.  Chas. 
A.  Todd  showed  it  to  consist  mainly  of  epithelial  structures,  the 
cells  irregular  in  size  and  shape.  In  the  basic  portions,  connec- 
tive tissue  was  abundant,  assuming  in  certain  parts  a  marked 
fibrous  character. 

It  seems  to  be  a  growth  of  mixed  character,  resembling  in  part 
the  papillomata,  and  showing  in  other  portions  the  distinctive 
feature  of  the  fibromata.

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THE  INFLUENCE  OF  VARIOLA  ON  THE  FCETUS  IN 

UTERO.

In  looking  over  the  St.  Louis  Medical  Journal,  I  notice  in 
the  February  number,  1875,  an  extract  from  the  British  Med- 
ical Journal,  with  reference  to  the  influence  of  vaccination  on  the 
foetus  in  utero,  which  calls  to  mind  a  case  which  occurred  in  my 
practice  in  the  winter  of  1854,  at  Middletown,  Mahoning  County, 
Ohio.    A  homoeopathic  physician  died  of  small-pox.    Shortly  after 
his  death  I  was  called  to  attend  the  widow  and  two  or  three  chil- 
dren aftected  with  varioloid,  all  having  been  protected  by  vaccin- 
ation ;  the  mother's  attack  was  light,  and  she  assisted  to  nurse 
and  care  for  the  children  daily,  up  to  the  morning  of  her  accouch- 
ment,  though  really  unfit  to  do  so,  much  of  the  time,  if  it  could 
have  been  avoided.     A  week  or  ten  days  later  when  visiting  some 
small-pox  cases  in  the  village,  I  was  called  in  and  found  her  nerv- 
ous and   feeble,  tongue  moist,  flabby  and  coated  with   a  brown 
fur,  she  had  fever  in  the  afternoons,  followed  by  copious  sweats, 
had  pain  in  her  limbs  and  back,  and  a  jaundiced   tinge  of  skin. 
She  said  what  made  her  nervous,  was  the  struggles  of  the  child ; 
that  she  thought  it  had  spasms.     About  five  days  later  (notes  do 
not  show,  and  memory  docs  not  serve  exactly),  I  was  called  to  her 
accouchment.     There  was  no   marked  change  from  condition  of 
a  few  days  previous  except   increased  sallowncss  of  skin,  and   a 
greenish  yellow  tinge  of  the   eye-lids.     I  suppose  she  was   be- 
tween three  and  four  weeks  short  of  full  time.     She  said  she  had 
felt  no  motion  since  the  evening  of   the  day  of  our  call  above  re- 
ferred to — true  pains  firm,  right  shoulder  presenting.     The  late 
Dr.  Trusdale,  of  Poland,  who  was  visiting  a  patient  in  the  village, 
was  called  in  council.      Turning  and  delivery  by  the   feet  were 
speedilv  effected.    The  child  presented  the  most  unmistakable  evi- 
dence of  having  died  of  small-pox  about  the  period  when  pitting 
had  Pairly  begun.    The  pocks  were  confluent  over  large  portions  of 
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tlie  body,  putrefaction  was  sufficiently  advanced  to  cause  the  sur- 
face to  slip  where  handled  in  turning.  The  stench  was  almost 
intolerable.     The  woman  made  a  good,  though  tedious  recovery. 

I  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy,  I  tried  several  times  and  failed 
between  infancy  and  twenty- two  years  of  age ;  three  months 
previous  to  the  occurrence  of  the  above  case,  was  vaccinated  and 
took  excellently  ;  had  been  daily  exposed  to  small-pox  for  several 
weeks.  But  the  exposure  that  morning  was  followed  in  a  few 
days  by  a  sharp  run  of  varioloid. 

I  do  not  think  I  have  seen  a  similar  case  reported  in  the  med- 
ical literature,  which  has  fallen  under  may  notice.

CASE  OF  TRAUMATIC RECTO-VESIGAL  FISTULA.

On  the  27th  of  February,  1875,  IVIi-.  T.  B.  Mc.  was  walking 
over  the  log-yard  at  his  mill.  He  stumbled  and  fell  striking  the 
nates  fair  on  a  log,  the  thighs  flexed.  In  cutting  the  log  a  short 
hit  of  limb  had  been  left  which  struck  the  anus  fair  and  square, 
passing  into  the  gut  without  even  scratching  the  anus  so  far  as 
could  be  seen  by  distending  it  with  the  fingers.  It  passed  for- 
ward into  the  bladder — entering  above  the  prostate,  and  lacerat- 
ing the  gut  and  bladder  so  severely  that  with  the  finger  in  the 
rectum  it  could  be  readily  passed  into  the  bladder.  During  the 
first  twelve  hours  there  was  great  haemorrhage.  The  patient  was 
placed  and  kept  on  his  back.  The  urine  passed  by  gravitation 
into  the  rectum  and  was  voided  per  anxun  every  few  hours.  The 
intestinal  gas  passed  very  largely  by  the  urethra.  The  patient 
ate,  digested  and  slept  well.  No  constitutional  disturbance,  save 
from  shock,  and  loss  of  blood.  Free  granulation  set  up  and  on 
the  8th  day  of  May,  a  small  quantity  of  urine  was  passed  by  the 
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urethra.  Now  the  catheter  was  called  into  use,  and  for  forty- 
eight  hours  it  was  used  at  intervals  of  two  hours.  At  this  point 
the  patient  was  left  over  night  without  use  of  catheter,  and  early 
next  morning  the  bladder  had  become  sufficiently  distended  to 
break  down  the  tender  adhesions,  and  again  the  anus  had  to  play 
the  part  of  urethra.  After  seven  or  eight  days  the  bladder  again 
retained  a  little  urine,  and  for  some  two  weeks  the  bladder  was 
emptied  at  no  longer  intervals  than  two  hours.  From  this  time 
the  recovery  was  complete,  except  that  soon  after  he  was  declared 
well — after  the  catheter  was  laid  aside  six  or  eight  days — a  mod- 
erate orchitis  came  on.  As  neither  seminal  vesicles  nor  vasa  def- 
erentia  were  lacerated  (the  urine  discharged  jjer  anum  was  fre- 
quently examined  and  no  spermatozoa  observed),  the  conxindrum 
with  me  is,  to  know  what  induced  the  orchitis. 

This  case  is  reported  as  an  illustration  of  how  little,  most  ex- 
cellent results  are  sometimes  ascribable  to  the  surgeon.

AN  INTERESTING  CASE  OF  DISLOCATION  OF  THE 

PENIS.

(Translated  from  the  "Berliner  Kliuiscbe  Wochenschrift,"  No.  45,  November  9th,  1874, 
by  E.  Evers,  M.  D.) 


The  connection  between  the  integument  and  the  body  of  the 
penis  is  so  loose,  that  dislocation  of  that  organ  is  quite  possible ; 
stiil  the  accident  is  extremely  rare.  I- know  of  but  one  case,  ob- 
served by  N6laton  and  quoted  by  Hyrtl,  in  his  Topographic  Ana- 
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tomy  (1860,  vol.  II.,  p.  55).  It  occurred  in  a  boy  who  had 
been  injured  by  the  fall  of  an  embankment.  The  penis  had  been 
stripped  of  its  covering  and  had  escaped  under  the  skin  of  the 
scrotum.  Nelaton  introduced  a  toothed  forceps  through  the  an- 
terior opening  of  the  original  sheath  of  the  penis,  seized  the  dis- 
located body,  and  returned  it  to  its  proper  position.  He  describes 
the  case  as  a  dislocation  of  the  penis.  The  following  case  is 
still  more  remarkable — the  penis  of  an  elderly  man  having  liter- 
ally "jumped  out  of  its  skin"  and  secreted  itself  beneath  the 
coverings  of  the  abdomen. 

Wm.  K.,  of  M. ,  farmer,  aged  57  years,  powerful,  well-built 
subject,  was  brought  to  me  October  25,  1867,  late  in  the  even- 
ing, having  been  injured  by  a  run- away.  The  man  had  fallen 
from  a  wagon  while  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  and  when  trying 
to  rise  was  dashed  against  a  tree,  one  wheel  of  the  wagon  pass- 
ing close  to  his  abdomen,  according  to  his  account.  The  ex- 
amination revealed  the  following  state  of  affairs  :  the  region  of 
the  symphysis,  the  scrotum  and  the  penis  were  covered  with  blood  ; 
the  scrotum  was  swollen  and  contained  extravasated  blood ; 
there  were  no  fractures  of  the  pelvic  bones,  no  injuries  of  the 
abdominal  organs.  But  the  penis  presented  a  sad  spectacle. 
The  glans  was  not  to  be  recognized  ;  in  place  of  it  there  appeared 
a  pulpy,  bleeding  mass.  The  entire  organ  hung  down  loose  and 
withered,  and  felt  as  though  it  had  been  completely  crushed  ;  it 
was  not  painful,  either  spontaneously  or  on  pressure. 

To  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  injury  sustained  by  the  urethra, 
a  catheter  was  introduced,  but  every  attempt  to  pass  it  beyond 
the  symphysis  failed.  A  colleague  was  called  in  consultation, 
but  met  with  no  better  success.  Accordingly  the  patient  was  put. 
to  bed,  on  his  back  with  the  pelvis  raised,  and  lead-water  lotions 
were  applied  to  penis  and  scrotum. 

Next  morning  patient  was  found  to  have  slept  well,  and  to- 
make  no  complaints.  No  urine  had  been  discharged  through  the- 
penis,  but  a  considerable  quantity  had  escaped  into  the  scrotum, 
which  was  very  much  distended  and  smelt  "urinous."  All  at- 
tempts to  pass  the  catheter  again  failed.  The  catheter  therefore- 
could  not  overcome  the  obstruction  in  the  urethra,  which  had  evi- 
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dently  been  injured,  as  the  extravasatio.n  of  urine  into  the  cellu- 
lar tissue  of  the  scrotum  could  not  be  accounted  for  in  any  other 
way. 

Our  first  object  was  to  find  the  intact  portion  of  the  urethra 
and,  above  all,  to  secure  the  exit  of  the  urine,  as  the  infiltration 

■of  the  cellular  tissue  of  the  scrotum  could  only  lead  to  dangerous 
decomposition. 

There  were  two  methods  to  select  from — the  puncture  of  the 
bladder,   and  the  operation  known  as  the  "  Boutonniere."     We 

■  selected  the  latter  as  there  was  some  probability  of  finding  the 
uninjured  portion  of  the  urethra. 

Patient  was  put  under  the  influence  of  chloroform,  a  catheter 
introduced  and  an  incision  made  in  the  raphe  of  the  scrotum 
down  to  the  catheter,  the  incision  beginning  about  two  inches  be- 
low the  root  of  the  penis  and  extending  into  the  perineum. 
Layer  after  layer  of  the  cellular  tissue  was  divided  on  a  grooved 
director,  and  dissected  up — but  no  trace  of  the  urethra  was  found, 
and  it  did  not  appear  to  be  beneath  the  symphysis  at  all.  The  in- 
cision simply  led  into  cavities  and  interstices  of  cellular  tissue, 
and  the  haemorrhage  finally  became  so  great  that  we  were  obliged 
to  abandon  all  attempts   to  penetrate  deeper.     The  wound  was 

,  stuffed  with  charpio  and  cold  applications  ordered.  In  the  even- 
ing patient's  condition  was  fair  ;  the  urine  escaped  freely  through 
the  scrotal  wound  and  caused  no  other  inconvenience  than  a  sen- 
sation  of  scalding. 

October  27. — Patient  is  comparatively  comfortable,  and  com- 
plains only  of  the  scalding  sensation  when  passing  water.  The 
wound  looks  quite  healthy  and  discharges  an  abundant  quantity 
of  urine  at  intervals  ;  there  is  no  dribbling.  After  separating 
the  edges  of  the  wound,  the  finger  passes  into  a  cavity  extending 
upward  behind  the  symphysis  and  to  the  left  far  up  into  the  in- 
guinal region.  No  urethra  anywhere  ;  when  urinating  the  water 
comes  through  this  cavity  from  a  considerable  distance  above 
and  to  the  left. 

October  28. — 'JMie  wound  emits  a  l^ad  odor  and  is  covered 
with  black  shreds  of  tissue.  Bloody  ui-iiic  escapes  at  long  inter- 
vals in  considerable  (juantity.     After  the  flow  of  water  has  ceased, 
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pressure  in  the  inguinal  region  will  cause  an  additional  discharge 
■of  urine.  General  condition  good ;  no  trace  of  fever.  The 
treatment  simply  consists  in  keeping  the  wound  clean. 

October  30. — Another  attempt  was  made  to  find  the  urethra. 
'The  scrotum  was  incised  from  the  root  of  the  penis  down  to  the 
first  wound,  and  a  large  cavity  is  thus  formed  extending  upward 
behind  the  symphysis,  and  lined  with  granulations  and  shreds  of 
tissue.  A  probe  was  introduced  and  passed  up  one  and  one-half 
inches,  an  elastic  catheter  also  penetrated  to  that  distance,  but  no 
farther. 

November  3. — A  considerable  quantity  of  pus  is  discharged 
from  the  wound  when  this  is  syringed,  and  also  when  pressure  is 
made  in  the  region  of  the  symphysis.  The  urine  is  discharged 
■almost  in  a  stream,  in  considerable  quantity,  at  intervals  of  twelve 
to  sixteen  hours.  It  is  free  from  all  odor,  perfectly  clear,  with- 
out a  trace  of  alkaline  decomposition,  and  though  acid,  exercises 
no  deleterious  influence  on  the  tissues  of  the  wound.  The  latter 
is  granulating  nicely  and  looks  remarkably  red.  The  pus  dis- 
charged in  abundance  is  also  without  odor. 

November  6. — Abscess  formed  on  a  level  with  the  spina  ilei 
anterior,  which  was  opened  next  day  and  discharged  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  pus.  This  incision  was  gradually  enlarged  and 
we  now  discovered  the  remarkable  fact,  that  in  every  position  of 
the  patient  more  urine  escaped  from  the  upper  opening  in  the  in- 
guinal region  than  from  the  lower  one  beneath  the  root  of  the 
j)enis. 

On  the  10th  of  November,  another  ineffectual  attempt  was 
made  to  find  the  lost  urethra  by  enlarging  the  scrotal  wound.  It 
now  occurred  to  us,  that,  strange  as  it  might  seem,  the  remnants 
of  the  urethra  must  be  sought  for  in  the  inguinal  region.  Ac- 
cordingly I  introduced  a  thick  elastic  catheter  through  the  upper 
opening  beneath  the  spina  ilei,  the  point  ot  which,  after  some  dif- 
ficulty, passed  out  of  the  wound  at  the  root  of  the  penis.  The  ca- 
theter remained  in  situ.  When  I  found  in  the  course  of  the  day 
that  urine  escaped  at  both  ends,  I  was  satisfied  that  the  urethra 
must  lie  in  the  direction  of  the  catheter.  Accordingly  on  the 
12th  of  November,  chloroform  was  administered  to  tlic  patient,  and 
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the  integument  and  cellular  tissue  over  the  catheter  were  divided,, 
beginning  near  the  root  of  the  penis  and  carrying  the  incision  in 
along  curve  through  the  entire  thickness  of  the  panniculus  towards 
the  spina  ilei.  About  one  and  one-half  inches  fi'om  the  upper 
end  of  the  catheter  I  found  an  integumentary  organ,  the  tissues 
over  which  were  carefully  divided  on  a  grooved  director.  In  this 
way  the  catheter  was  laid  bare  in  its  entire  length  and  then  re- 
moved, and  there,  at  the  bottom  of  the  deep  Avound,  we  found, 
not  the  remnant  of  the  injured  urethra,  as  we  expected,  but  the 
entire  uninjured  penis  with  the  glans  and  inner  layer  of  the  pre- 
puce, stripped  of  its  covering,  to  be  sure,  but  otherwise  perfectly 
intact  and  neatly  imbedded  in  the  fat  and  cellular  tissue  covering 
the  abdominal  muscles.  The  penis  in  toto,  therefore,  had  been 
torn  from  its  sheath  of  integument  at  the  corona  glandis  ;  it  had, 
retracted  carrying  with  it  the  preputial  layer  attached  to  the 
glans,  and  had  slipped  under  the  integument  of  the  abdomen  in 
the  inguinal  region.  A  closer  examination  confirmed  the  fact 
that  the  urethra  was  uninjured,  a  catheter  could  be  passed  through 
it  as  it  lay  imbedded  in  the  cellular  tissue  up  to  the  symphysis, 
and  no  farther.  The  prepuce  and  the  glans  were  dissected  out, 
but  the  rest  had  united  so  firmly  with  the  muscles  of  the  abdomen, 
that  we  desisted,  at  the  urgent  request  of  our  patient,  from  all  at- 
tempts to  enucleate  it.  A  sufficient  quantity  of  fat  was  removed 
to  leave  the  urethra  free,  and  the  large  wound  was  then  left  to 
granulate.  The  urine  was  passed  very  freely  through  the  urethra 
in  its  abdominal  position,  and  there  was  no  reason  to  urge  a  plas- 
tic operation  on  that  account,  as  the  patient  Avas  determined  to 
dispense  with  all  other  functions,  but  that  of  urinating.  Thus 
we  found  that  what  we  had  considered  the  crushed  penis  was 
only  the  outer  skin  from  which  the  penis  had  escaped  in  so  strange 
and  inexplicable  a  manner.  Probably  the  man  was  pressed 
against  the  tree  by  the  wheel  of  the  wagon,  and  by  being  pressed 
against  the  tree  the  glans  was  torn  from  the  outer  layer  of  the 
prepuce  and  then  .slipped  up  into  the  inguinal  region.  Of  course 
this  does  not  explain  the  mechanism  of  this  remarkable  disloca- 
tion of  the  penis,  from  beneath  the  symphysis  high  up  into  the 
inguinal  region.     Indeed  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  a  satisfactory 
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•explanation.  This  case,  surpassing  that  of  Nelaton  in  interest, 
is  probably  the  only  one  of  its  kind.  It  is  not  surprising,  there- 
fore, that  our  first  diagnosis  was  incorrect,  and  that  we  only  dis- 
covered the  actual  condition  of  things  during  the  progress  of  the 
case. 

A  long  time  elasped  before  the  large  wound  healed,  recovery 
being  retarded  by  the  appearance  of  a  thick,  fatty,  tough  deposit, 
■which  obstinately  resisted  all  cauterizing  agents  until  it  was 
gradually  supplanted  by  healthy  granulations.  A  year  later  I 
.saw  the  man  again.  The  penis  had  united  with  the  skin  of  the 
abdomen  as  far  as  the  glans,  but  was  movable  ;  the  glans  was 
uncovered,  very  movable,  and  could  be  turned  in  various  directions 
so  that  the  man  could  pass  his  water  in  every  position  without 
difficulty.  Occasionally  there  were  well-marked  erections  of  the 
penis,  which  were  not  painful  and  which  never  excited  the  wish 
in  the  otherwise  sound  and  active  man,  of  having  the  organ  trans- 
planted to  its  normal  position  by  a  plastic  operation.  He  ob- 
jects to  all  operations  and  is  satisfied  with  his  present  condition. 

In  No.  48  of  the  same  periodical,  p.  609,  Prof.  Fred.  Peter- 
sen, of  Kiel,  adds  the  following:  Allow  me  to  remark  in  re- 
ference to  the  interesting  case  of  dislocation  of  the  penis  reported 
by  Dr.  Moldenhauer,  of  Solingen  (Berl.  Klin.  Wochen,  1874, 
No.  45,  p.  568),  that  his  case  is  not  the  second,  but  to  my 
knowledge  at  least  the  third  that  has  been  published.  Stromeyer 
discusses  this  injury  in  his  Handbook  of  Surgery,  vol.  H.  p.  774, 
under  the  head  of  "complicated  dislocation  of  the  penis."  Stro- 
meyer illustrates  his  remarks  by  referring  to  a  case  observed  by 
Dr.  Heyenberg  :  Boy,  age  four  and  one-half  years.  Injury  of  the 
.sexual  organs  by  a  kick  of  a  horse.  Difficulty  in  passing  water. 
Sheath  of  the  penis  empty.  Urine  escapes  through  a  fissure  in 
the  scrotum.  On  the  10th  day  dilatation  of  this  fissure  anter- 
iorly. Penis  drawn  out  and  restored  to  its  normal  position. 
It  had  become  movable  by  rupture  of  the  inner  layer  of  the  pre- 
puce and  had  been  driven  into  the  perineum  by  the  kick. 

In  all  such  cases  it  is  probably  best  to  make  a  digital  exami- 
nation at  once,  even  after  dilating  any  existing  wound. 
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MISSOURI  STATE  MEDICAL  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Medical  Association  of  the  State  of  Missouri  met  on  the 
18th  of  April,  at  10  a.  m.,  at  the  Polytechnic  Hall,  for  its  tenth 
annnal  convention.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President  of  the  Association,  Dr.  John  T.  Hodgen,  following 
which  it  was  regularly  opened  with  prayer  by  Eev.  Dr.  Burling- 
ham,  of  the  Second  Baptist  Church. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  was  dis- 
pensed with,  on  motion,  when  Dr.  AUeyne,  from  the  Committee 
of  Arrangements,  reported  the  use  of  the  hall  gratuitously  from 
the  School  Board,  and  the  advantage  of  commutation  tickets  to 
members  outside  the  city  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Missouri 
Pacific,  and  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City  and  Northern  Railroads.  In- 
vitations were  read  from  Dr.  Hurt,  of  the  City  Hospital,  from 
Dr.  Green,  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  from  Dr.  Pollock,  of  the  St. 
Louis  Sisters'  Hospital,  also  from  various  druggists,  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  to  attend  the  clinics  at  the  hospitals,  and 
to  visit  and  inspect  the  stores. 

The  Association  then  took  a  recess  for  twenty  minutes,  on 
motion  of  Dr.  Glasgow,  to  allow  members  to  register.  After 
recess  the  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  the  names  of  about 
sixty  delegates.  The  Society  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
oflBcers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Noniiuatious  being  in  order,  the  names  of  Drs.  Trader,  Mid- 
dlekamp.  Hoddens  and  Gregory  were  placed  before  the  Associa- 
tion, the  choice  falling  upon  the  gentleman  first  named. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  newly  elected  board  of  officers  : 
President,  Dr.  J.   W.  Trader,  of  Sedalia  ;  First  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Dr.  E.  W.  Schauffler,  of  Kansas  City ;  Second  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Dr.  II.  H.  Middlekamp,  of  Warrenton  ;  Third  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Dr.  W.    J.  Ileddeus,  of   St.  Joe  ;  Fourth  Vice  President^ 
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Dr.  W.  E.  Glenn,  of  RoUa  ;  Fifth  Vice  President,  Dr.  J.  S. 
Newman,  of  St.  Louis  ;  Recording  Secretaries,  H.  N.  Spencer,. 
St.  Louis,  and  D.  R.  Porter,  Kansas  City  ;  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, Dr.  A.  J.  Steele,  of  St.  Louis;  Treasurer,  Dr.  A.  H. 
Conkwright,  of  Sedalia. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Johnson  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Association 
a  communication  from  Dr.  Toner,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  asking 
for  the  biographies  of  prominent  medical  men  of  the  State  of 
Missouri  to  the  number  of  fifteen  or  twenty,  with  a  view  to  pre- 
senting them  in  brief,  in  the  form  of  an  address,  to  the  Literna- 
tional  Medical  Association,  which  will  meet  in  Philadelphia  in 
September.  A  committee  of  ten  was  appointed  to  properly  col- 
lect and  present  the  desired  matter  to  Dr.  Toner,  the  same  to  be 
collated  and  forwarded  by  the  1st  of  June.  Annexed  is  the 
committee:  Drs.  Johnson,  Kennard,  J.  T.  Wilson,  Tefl't,  G.  B. 
Winston,  Heddens,  Gray,  Glenn,  Essig  and  Middlekamp. 

The  Association  then  adjourned  to  3  p.  M. 

AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

Immediately  following  the  calling  of  the  meeting  to  order,  af- 
ter the  dinner  hour.  Dr.  Hodgen  was  called  to  the  rostrum  for  an 
address.  He  spoke  briefly  to  a  most  attentive  and  interested 
audience,  touching  neuralgia  of  the  superior  and  inferior  maxil- 
lary nerves,  giving  examples  of  his  own  experience  in  treatment 
thereof. 

Dr.  Hodgen  notified  the  Society  that  the.  Liternational  Medi- 
cal Association  would  meet  in  Philadelphia  in  September,  and 
the  State  Association  was  entitled  to  a  representation  therein  of 
thirteen  members,  or  a  number  equal  to  the  representation  of 
the  State  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  President  spoke  of  the  importance  of  the  meeting  referred 
to  by  Dr.  Hodgen,  and  asked  that  when  the  matter  was  properly 
before  the  meeting — in  the  line  of  miscellaneous  business — it. 
should  receive  that  attention  from  the  members  which  it  deserved. 

The  failure  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  to  fix  a  pro- 
gramme for  the  session  of  the  Association  threatening  to  result- 
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in  loss  of  valuable  time,  the  Chair  appointed  Drs.  Schauffler, 
Lankford  and  King  to  arrange  such  programme,  and  to  report  at 
once  to  the  meeting. 

The  committee  reported  the  following  as  an  arrangement  of 
iime  for  submitting  to  the  Society  reports  upon  special  treatment 
in  surgical  cases.

Blepharospasm — By  Dr.  Dickinson,  at  5.30  p.  m.

Surgery — By  Dr.  Gregory,  at  11  A.  M. 

"  What  patients  should  do  ivhile  under  treatment  for 
Diseases  of  the  JVose,  Throat  and  ^ar  "— By  Dr.  Rumbold, 
at  3.30  p.  M.

Diagnosis  of  Phthisis— By  Dr.  Wm.  Porter,  at  4.30  p.  M. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

The  outgoing  Treasurer,  Dr.  Kincannon,  submitted  his  books 
and  papers,  showing  the  total  receipts  during  the  past  year  to  have 
been  $203.25,  and  the  expenditures  $161.47,  leaving  a  cash 
balance  on  hand  of  $41.78.  The  books  and  papers  were  referred 
.to  an  auditing  committee  for  examination  and  report.  The  ques- 
tion coming  up  on  the  holding  of  night  sessions,  a  motion  was 
made  that  when  the  meeting  adjourn  it  adjourn  to  8  o'clock  p. 
-M.  Some  discussion  ensued,  which  ended  in  the  tabling  of  the 
motion. 

Dr.  Spencer,  the  Recording  Secretary,  submitted  his  resigna- 
tion, not  through  lack  of  desire  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, but  because,  in  his  opinion,  the  position  required  the 
services  of  some  one  better  acquainted  with  the  duties  than  he 
was.  The  resignation  was  accepted,  and  Dr.  Wm.  Porter  was 
appointed  Recording  Secretary,  j^ro  lem. 

The  meeting  then  listened  to  Dr.  Prewitt  on  Cases  of  Nerve 
■  Section,  and  Dr.  Dickinson  on  Blepharospasm. 

The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  account  re- 
ported the  same  correct. 

Adjourned  till  9.30  A.  M.,  next  day. 
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SECOND  DAY. 

The  Association  re-assembled  this  morning,  at  9.30  o'clock, 
pursuant  to  adjournment — the  President,  Dr.  Trader,  in  the 
chair. 

Dr.  Schauffler,  having  offered  the  following  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  Association  at  the  previous  an- 
nual meeting,  again  called  it  before  the  house : 

"1.  Resolved,  That  Article  five  of  the  Constitution  he  so 
amended  that  the  Avords  '  Committee  on  Epidemics,'  '  Committee 
on  Medical  Jurisprudence,'  and  '  Committee  on  Medical  Educa- 
tion,' be  stricken  out. 

"  That  Sections  six  and  seven  of  Article  five  of  the  Bj-Laws 
be  expunged." 

The*  mover  of  the  amendment  spoke  at  some  length  in  support 
thereof,  and  was  followed  by  Drs.  Heddens,  Winston  and  Edgar 
in  opposition.  The  question  being  divided,  the  "  Committee  on 
Medical  Education  "  was  retained,  the  others  stricken  out. 

Several  points  were  brought  out  bj  Dr.  Edgar  in  his  remarks, 
chief  among  which  was  that  there  should  be  a  higher  standard  of 
medical  education,  and  since  the  object  of  the  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation was  to  maintain  an  elevated  standard,  it  should  not  be  abol- 
ished. The  standard  of  medical  education  was  already  too  low, 
and  as  a  result  thereof,  the  country  was  flooded  with  incompetent 
doctors.  By  the  abolishment  of  the  committee  named,  one  of 
the  safeguards  of  the  profession  was  being  withdrawn,  and  no 
means  left  for  ascertaining  the  mind  or  will  of  the  profession  as 
to  the  standard  of  acquirements  to  be  required  in  the  several  de- 
partments by  a  State  Board,  if  we  should  have  one.  While  the 
committee  had  heretofore  done  little,  there  might  be  work  for  it 
in  the  future. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  for  Standing  Committees  re- 
ported the  folloAving  as  a  Committee  on  Publication  :  Dr.  Schauf- 
fler and  the  two  secretaries  of  the  Association.     Report  adopted. 

Dr.  Thompson,  of  Jefferson  City,  submitted  the  annexed  res- 
olution : 

'■'■  Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  five  members  of  the 
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Association  be  appointed,  to  be  known  as  a  Special  Committee 
on  Sanitary  Science  and  State  Medicine,  to  continue  one  year, 
and  that  such  committee  be  instructed  to  report  at  the  next  an- 
nual meeting-,  with  recommendations  as  to  what  legislation  is- 
necessary  to  promote  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  entire  State, 
by  the  creation  of  a  State  Board  of  Health." 

The  mover  of  the  resolution,  in  support  thereof,  stated  that, 
from  a  careful  observation,  he  could  but  think  that  the  health  of 
the  entire  State  would  be  subserved  by  the  appointment  of  such  a 
board,  with  the  facilities  which  their  connection  with  the  State 
Association  would  aiford  them.  It  was  the  province  of  the  pro- 
fession not  alone  to  care  for  disease,  but  to  prevent  it  as  far  as 
possible.  The  necessity  for  a  resolution  of  the  character  offered 
was  impressed  more  completely  by  the  present  condition  of  the 
State  Penitentiary.  The  resolution  was  adopted  without  ftirther 
discussion. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Winston,  the  courtesies  of  the  Association 
were  extended  to  Dr.  Fallen,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  honored 
practitioners  of  the  State.  Dr.  Pallen,  being  present,  was  in- 
vited to  a  seat  beside  the  President. 

Dr.  Steele  read  a  valuable  essay  on  the  Treatment  of  Wry- 
neck, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

Dr.  King  followed  with  an  essay  on  Cerebro- Spinal  Meningitis, 
"with-his  treatment  thereof,  which  was  carefully  listened  to. 

Following  its  reading,  Dr.  Tefft  briefly  related  his  observations 
in  the  same  field.  The  essay  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Publication. 

Dr.  Gregory  read  a  most  interesting  report  on  the  Pi'ogress  of 
Surgery,  which  was  followed  by  Dr.  Conkwright  reading  notes 
from  a  case  cited  by  Dr.  Gregory. 

Drs.  Tr;uh'r,  Wilson  and  King   spoke   briefl}'  on    the   subject,  . 
when  it  took  the  course   of  the   other   reports,   and   went   to  the 
Committee  on  Printing. 

Oil  luotidii  of  Dr.  ScliaunU'v,  it  was  agreed  to  suspend  the 
regular  order  of  luisincss,  and  proceed  with  the  selection  of  a 
place  for  holding  the  next  iiiinual  nieeting.  The  mover  named 
Kansas  City.     An  amendment  was  olVered  in   favor  of  St.  Louis 
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as  tlie  most  accessible  point,  while  a  substitute  found  St.  Joseph 
an  admirable  place.  Some  slight  discussion  ensued  relative  to 
the  merits  of  the  three  cities  named,  and  Avhen  voted  upon,  the 
choice  fell  to  Kansas  City,  the  St.  Louis  members  voting  there- 
for. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  for  Standing  Committees  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  :

Scientific  Coinnilttee — Drs.  J.  W.  Brent,  W.  S.  Edgar  and 
W.  F.  Essig. 

Publication — Dr.  E.  W.  Schauffler,  the  two  Secretaries  and 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  for  dinner. 

AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

The  Association  was  promptly  called  to  order  at  3  o'clock,  by 
the  President. 

Dr.  Edgar,  by  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  was  permitted  to  offer 
the  following  resolution  : 

'■'■  Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
Association,  Avhose  duty  it  shall  be  to  frame  such  ainendments  or 
substitutes  to  existing  laws  in  the  State  of  Missouri  as  they  may 
deem  wise  and  sufficient  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  the  State  ;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
committee  to  submit  their  plan  or  draft  of  a  law  to  the  next  Leg- 
islative Assembly,  and  respectfully  solicit  action  thereon." 

Dr.  Edgar  spoke  at  some  length  in   support  of  his  resolution.. 
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laying  before  the  Association  the  possible  good  to  result  from  its 
adoption.  It  would  have  the  effect  of  driving  from  the  State 
those  who  found  compensation  in  quackery,  and  would  place  a 
man  fairly  and  squarely  upon  his  merits.  No  man  not  fully 
qualified  could  "  liang  out  his  shingle  "  and  assume  to  deal  with 
disease  in  its  multiplied  forms.  The  speaker  favored  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  board  of  examiners,  before  whom  applicants  for 
entrance  to  the  profession  would  be  required  to  pass,  such  board 
to  be  nominated  by  the  Supreme  Court  or  Governor,  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Legislature,  and  to  hold  office,  if  need  be,  for  a 
term  of  years,  in  order  that  their  successful  working  might  not 
be  impeded  by  constant  rotation  in  office.  He  said  that  it  was 
now  a  matter  of  no  trouble  for  an  unscrupulous  man  to  obtain  a 
diploma,  and  to  begin  practice  on  a  medical  education  that 
amounted  to  absolutely  nothing,  when  compared  with  what  is  ac- 
tually required,  and,  furthermore,  that  it  was  an  actual  fact  that 
diplomas  were  being  sold  by  colleges  within  the  State  to  parties 
who  had  never  been  within  sight  of  their  walls  ;  hence  the  dip- 
loma was  no  longer  evidence  of  competency  in  this  country,  our 
only  reliance  was  in  the  certificate  of  a  competent  board  of  inde- 
pendent State  officers.  He  thought  if  the  committee  would  lay 
the  matter  properly  before  the  Legislature,  the  desired  effect 
might  be  reached. 

The  resolution  was  adt)pted  without  further  remarks  by  a  unan- 
imous vote,  and  the  Chair  appointed  the  following  committee  to 
memorialize  the  Legislatui'c  on  the  subject-matter  contained 
therein :  Drs.  Edgar,  Hughes  and  Prewitt. 

The  President  also  appointed  as  a  committee  on  State  Hy- 
giene, provided  for  in  the  resolution  of  Dr.  Thompson,  adopted 
at  the  morning  session,  Drs.  Thompson,  Steele,  McPheeters, 
Dean  and  Schauffler. 

L)r.  Jlunibold,  from  whom  wns  expected  at  this  junctui'e  a  re- 
port on  specific  subjects,  asked  to  be  excused,  tlu'ough  lack  of 
time  to  prepare  such  report.     Excused  on  motion. 

Dr.  Lankfonl  bi'ouglit  to  the  attentiun  of  the  Association  two 
interesting  surgical  cases  upon  wliicli    he  had  operated  success- 
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fully,  one  for  retention  of  urine,  anil  the  otlier  a  case  of  excision 
of  the  knee-joint. 

Dr.  Wilson  took  the  floor,  somewhat  unexpectedly  to  at  least 
one  gentleman,  and  called  upon  Dr.  Schauffler  to  come  forward. 
As  the  latter  gentleman  responded,  the  former,  on  behalf  of  the 
Association,  presented  him  with  an  elegant  token  of  esteem,  in 
the  shape  of  a  gold  pencil  and  pen.  Reference  was  made  to  Dr. 
Schauffler's  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  Secretary  for 
a  period  of  four  years,  from  which  position  he  had  resigned  or 
refused  re-election.  The  recipient  of  the  gift  responded  briefly 
and  to  the  point. 

Dr.  AVm.  Porter  then  presented  a  report  on  Diagnosis  of 
Phthisis. 

Dr.  Edgar  arose  to  an  explanation.  In  speaking  of  two  med- 
ical colleges  from  which  diplomas  were  issued,  not  for  merit,  but 
for  money,  he  did  not  refer  to  the  St.  Louis  or  Missouri  Medical 
Colleges. 

Dr.  Wm.  Porter,  who  had  been  performing  the  somewhat  oner- 
ous duties  of  Secretary  pro  tern.,  was  made  the  unanimous 
choice  of  the  Association  for  Secretary. 

Dr.  Hughes  read  a  somewhat  lengthy  report  on  Opium-Eating, 
following  wdiich  the  Association  adjourned  to  9  A.  M. 


THIRD  DAY. 

The  Association  met  April  20th,  at  9  o'clock,  for  its  third 
day's  session,  at  Polytechnic  Hall — President  Trader  in  the  chair. 

Pending  the  reading  of  the  minutes.  Dr.  Meredith  Martin,  a 
veteran  in  the  profession,  who  has  seen  fifty  years  of  service, 
was  made  an  honorary  member  of  the  Association  and  invited  to 
a  seat  on  the  platform. 

The  Chair  announced  the  following  Committee  of  Arrange- 
ments for  the  next  annual  meeting :  Drs.  Schauffler,  Lester  and 
Todd. 

By  some  misconception,  the  credentials  of  the  delegates  from 
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St.  Louis  had  been  overlooked,  therefore,  on  motion,  it  was  or- 
dered that  they  be  received  and  accredited. 

The  Chair  being  ordered  by  the  meeting  to  nominate  a  com- 
mittee of  three  to  select  topics  for  treatment  at  the  next  meeting, 
named  Drs.  Wilson,  Rumbold  and  Evans. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  submitted  their  report  in  efFect 
that  it  had  been  decided  to  publish  the  essays  of  Drs.  Dickinson, 
Hodgen,  Gregory  and  Steele,  while  Dr.  Lankford  was  requested 
to  furnish  for  publication  a  report  on  the  Process  of  Ptesection  as 
presented  by  him  on  the  preceding  day. 

Dr.  King's  essay  on  Cerebro- Spinal  Meningitis,  having  been 
read  before  a  District  Medical  Association  in  July  last,  w^as 
passed  by  the  committee  in  accordance  with  a  rule  governing  the 
State  Association.     The  report  was  adopted. 

The  paper  of  Dr.  Hughes  on  Opium  Intemperance  not  having 
been  reported  upon  by  the  committee,  a  reason  was  asked  there- 
for, which  led   to  the  explanation  that  it  had  not  been  referred. 

On  motion,  it  was  referred  without  discussion. 

Vote?  of  thanks  Avere  passed  to  the  Missouri  Pacific,  and  St. 
Louis,  Kansas  City  and  Northern  Railroads,  also  to  various  par- 
ties who  had  tended  to  the  entertainment  of  delegates,  and  the 
Secretary  was  directed  to  notify  all  such  parties  by  letter  of  the 
action  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  E.  P.  Scott,  of  Virginia,  a  veteran  practitioner,  who  was 
in  the  room,  was  invited  to  a  seat  on  the  platform. 

The  Committee  on  Ethics,  to  whom  had  been  referred  the  mat- 
ter touching  the  professional  conduct  of  a  member  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, indorsed  the  action  of  the  District  Convention,  which  had 
pronounced  the  physician  charged  (Dr.  Evans)  as  not  blamable. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Special  Subjects  for  Treatment  at  the  next 
meeting  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  : 

Dr.  E.  W.  Schauflier — Report  on  the  use  of  cold  water  as  a 
therapeutic  agent. 

Dr.  Wrn.  Porter — On  subject  of  iiis  own  selection. 

Dr;  J.  E.  Teft't — On  subject  of  his  own  selection. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Winston — On  subject  of  hi.'^  own  selection.

Dr.  D.  Y.  Dean — On  subject  of  his  own  selection. 
Lr.  Le  Grand  Atwood — On  subject  of  his  own  selection. 
Amotion  was  made  to  reconsider  the  vote  adopting  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Ethics,  but  was  lost. 

Dr.  Tefft  gave  notice  of  the  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
May,  cf  the  Medical  Society  of  the  Sixth  District,  at  Springfield, 
and  invited  any  physician  of  the  Association  to  attend  who  could 
make  it  convenient  to  do  so. 

The  smie  gentleman  moved  that  the  Chair  proceed  to  select 
delegates  to  the  International  Medical  and  the  American  Medical 
Associations.     Motion  lost. 

Dr.  Evans  moved  that  the  Chair  appoint  two  committees  of 
three  each  to  nominate  such  delegates. 

Dr.  Atw)od  amended,  that  there   be  but   one   committee,  and 

that  it  condst  of  five  members,  since  by  having  two  committees 

there  was  dinger  of  an  unequal  and  unfair  distribution  of  honors. 

A  substitite  was  offered  that  the  Chair  appoint  delegates  and 

alternates. 

The  motioi  as  amended  by  Dr.  Atwood  prevailed. 
The  Chai:  nominated  as  such  committee,  Drs.   Evans,   Tefi't, 
McPheeters,  L'ckinson  and  Winston. 

The  committer  retired  at  once,  and  after  an  absence  of  half 
an  hour,  submitttl  the  following  list  of  delegates  :

The  report  of  the  commitee  was  adopted,  and  the  President 
of  the  Convention  was  autbrized  to  fill  any  vacancies  in  the 
boards  of  delegates  which  migt  occur. 
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On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Publication  was  ordered  to  pub- 
lisb  as  mucli  of  Dr.  Hughes'  report  on  Opium  Intemperance  as 
they  might  deem  proper. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

ST.   LOUIS    MEDICAL    SOCIETY. 

St.  Louis. April!,  1876. 

The  Society  met  as  usual,  President  Prewitt  h  the  chair. 

Dr.Briggs  uioved  that  a  committee  of  three  \^  appointed  by  the 
chair  to  protest  against  the  indiscriminate  wc  of  chloroform  in 
the  public  institutions  of  the  city.  The  Doctor  said  he  had  no 
prejudice  against  chloroform,  and  thought /o  blame  could  be  at- 
tached to  the  gentlemen  in  whose  hands  incidents  had  occurred 
from  its  use  ;  yet  the  indiscriminate  adniiiistration  of  an  anjBS- 
thetic  that  havl  been  fatal  in  so  many  ^ell  authenticated  cases, 
should  be  guarde<l  against. 

Dr.  McPheeters  was  in  Favor  of  a  s^tement,  setting  forth  the 
dangers  of  chloroform,  but  objected  t/the  word  "  protest." 

Dr.  Hurt  said  the  deliberate  actioi^of  the  Society  in  tliis  mat- 
ter would  be  valuable.  At  the  City 'hospital  they  invariably  dis- 
criminated between  those  cases  tha'^vere  thought  fit  subjects  for 
the  administration  of  chloroform  yid  those   that  were  not.     He 
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Lad  alread}^  addressed  tlie  Board  of  Health,  asking  that  ether 
might  be  made  the  am^sthetic  of  the  Hospital,  and  had  directed 
the  assistants  to  use  ether  where  an  anesthetic  was  required. 

Dr.  Hodgen  believed  that  ether  was  the  safer  of  the  two  antes- 
thetics,  but  objected  to  the  city  institutions  being  aimed  at.  The 
gentlemen  in  charge  of  the  hospitals  and  asylums  should  not  be 
restricted  any  more  than  the  great  body  of  the  profession.  He 
was  in  favor  of  the  Society's  recommending  to  the  profession  at 
large,  that  the  use  of  chloroform  as  an  aniAjsthetic  be  discon- 
tinued. 

Dr.  Coles  oftered,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  of  Dr.  Briggs, 
that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  to  this  Society 
■what  means,  if  any,  are  advisable  in  regard  to  the  regulation  of 
the  use  of  aneesthetics. 

The  substitute  was  carried,  and  the  chair  appointed  Drs,  Briggs, 
Cole,  and  Steele. 

Dr.  Kuhn  reported  the  case  of  a  child  eleven  months  old,  that 
had  had  whooping-cough.  He  prescribed  chloral  hydrate  3j, 
and  f  3j  of  menstruum.  Of  this,  fifteen  drops  were  given  at  bed 
time,  and  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  child  had  convulsions 
from  which  it  died.  As  less  than  two  grains  of  chloral  had  been 
taken,  could  death  in  any  way  have  been  caused  by  it? 

Dr.  McPheeters  said  no  blame  could  be  attached  to  the  physi- 
cian in  the  above  case  as  such  a  small  amount  of  chloral  could  not 
possibly  injure  even  so  young  a  child.  He  reported  also  a  case  of 
obstinate  vomiting  in  pregnancy  which,  resisting  the  usual  reme- 
dies, yielded  to  enemata  of  bromide  of  potassium.  He  referred 
to  the  good  effects  produced  in  such  cases  by  dilating  the  cervix 
uteri,  as  described  by  Dr.  Copeland. 

Dr.  Hodgen  presented  a  drav/ing  of  a  soft  fibroid  tumor  that 
he  had  removed  from  the  right  labium  of  a  lady  aged  thirty-five. 
It  was  first  noticed  two  years  ago,  but  gave  no  trouble  till  recently, 
when  it  became  inflamed  and  ulcerated  at  the  lower  extremity. 
The  tumor  was  four  inches  in  diameter  and  the  pedicle  one-half 
inch  ;  its  length  was  ten  inches,  reaching  almost  to  the  patella. 
The  vessels  which  were  ligated  were  small. 

Dr.  Prewitt  presented  the  following  case.     A  month  since  he 
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-saw  in  consultation  a  woman  aged  thirty-five,  wliose  abdomen  was 
greatly  distended,  projecting  over  the  pubes,  and  there  was  fluct- 
uation. Digital  examination  showed  the  uterus  to  be  enlarged, 
and  the  probe  passed  in  four  and  one-half  inches.  The  uterus 
.seemed  to  be  pushed  to  the  right,  and  there  was  some  resonance 
on  the  right  side.  As  it  was  necessary  to  relieve  the  patient, 
she  was  tapped,  and  two  or  three  buckets  of  Avater  were  drawn  oflF. 
In  three  weeks,  having  again  become  distended,  an  exploratory 
incision  was  made  in  the  medianjine,  and  a  finger  passed  in.  A 
tumor  was  felt  and  the  incision  enlarged,  when  the  tumor  was 
.found  to  involve  the  broad  ligament  and  to  be  adherent  to  the 
pelvic  walls.  It  was  not  thought  advisable  to  make  so  large  a 
dissection,  so  the  abdomen  Avas  sponged  out  and  the  wound  closed 
up.  At  first  the  patient  was  relieved,  but  died  on  the  third  day. 
In  the  abdomen  was  found  ascitic  fluid  and  lymph,  besides  the 
tumor  which  was  presented  for  inspection.  The  Doctor  thought 
•the  ascites  was  possibly  due  to  the  irritation  caused  by  the  pres- 
.ence  of  the  tumor. 


St.  Louis,  April  8,  1876. 

The  Society  met  as  usual. 

Dr.  L.  A.  Lebeau  was  elected  an  associate  member. 

Dr.  McPheeters  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
•ito  suggest  such  change  as  may  bo  deemed  advisable  to  be  made 
in  the  management  of  our  hospitals  and  other  charitable  institu- 
.tions,  to  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  thirteen  freeholders, 
■charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  a  new  charter  for  the  city. 
Said  committee  to  report  to  Society  when  they  have  completed 
.their  labors. 

The  chair  appointed  as  the  committee,  Drs.  McPheeters,  Hod- 
gen  and  AUeyne,  and,  by  motion,  the  President  was  added  to 
the  number. 

Dr.  Hodgcn  presented  a  foetal  pig  sent  by   Dr.  Brockhausen, 

which  had   been  taken   from  a  spayed  sow.     It  seemed  to  have 

reached  nearly  full  tei-m,   bur  there  was  no  connection  with  the 

.mother,    as  the   pig    was  found   in   the  omentum  when  the   sow 
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was  butchered.  There  seemed  to  have  been  no  inflammation  in- 
duced by  the  condition,  and  the  pig  itself  was  dry  and  much  of 
the  soft  parts  was  absorbed.  The  absorption  had  gone  on  so  as 
to  have  the  bones  easily  felt  beneath  the  shriveled  skin.  The 
bones  about  the  nose  and  the  spinal  process  were  quite  bare,  and 
the  legs  small  and  folded  close  to  the  body.  A  similar  dried 
condition  of  the  body  is  known  to  occur  in  the  human  subject, 
after  extra-uterine  foetation.  There  was  no  evidence  of  decom- 
position in  this  specimen  when  first  seen. 

Dr.  Hurt  said  the  spaying  was  probably  done  after  conception, 
Tvhen  the  uterus  contracting  after  the  operation,  its  contents  es- 
caped into  the  abdominal  cavity  through  the  severed  Fallopian 
tube.      Or  it  might  have  been  a  case  of  extra-uterine  foetation. 

Dr.  Prewitt  recalled  a  discussion  of  a  fortnight  ago,  in  which 
issue  was  taken  on  some  statements  he  had  made  in  regard  to 
the  latency  of  hereditary  syphilis.  He  read  from  the  works  of 
Lee,  Kicord,  and  others,  to  prove  his  affirmation. 

Dr.  Wm.  Johnston  disputed  the  statements  of  the  authorities 
quoted.  Syphilis  could  be  communicated  in  so  many  ways,  that 
he  thought  the  most  of  the  cases  offered  as  examples  of  the  latency 
of  syphilis  had  acquired,  rather  than  inherited,  the  disease. 

Dr.  Hodgen  mentioned  a  family  in  which  one  child  had  the  first 
symptoms  of  syphilis  at  the  age  of  twenty,  another  child  at  ten, 
while  a  younger  child  had  no  symptoms  as  yet.  He  believed  the 
eldest  two  had  inherited  the  disease.  He  reported  another  case 
to  the  same  purpose,  and  several  cases  in  illustration  of  how  easily 
syphilis  may  be  communicated.  A  lady  Avas  kissed  by  her  brother 
who  had  syphilis,  and  afterwards  she  had  a  chancre  on  the  lip. 
A  man  who  had  syphilis,  gave  his  sister  a  tooth-brush  which 
he  had  used  once,  and  so  communicated  the  disease  to  her.  He 
believed  that  syphilis  may  remain  latent  a  long  time,  but  how 
long,  and  what  the  limit  of  latency  is,  is  uncertain. 

Dr.  Dean  thought  if  hereditary  syphilis  could  remain  latent 
for  forty  years,  as  cited  by  Dr.  Prewitt,  it  would  be  difficult 
to  discriminate  between  the  inherited  and  the  acquired  disease, 
whereas  the  contrary  was  true. 

Dr.  Newman  said  inherited  syphilis  might  be  governed  by  the 
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same  laws  as  tubercle  or  cancer,  botli  of  which  remain  latent  for 
many  years. 

Dr.  Edgar  reported  a  case  in  favor  of  the  latency  of  syphilis. 

Dr.  Prewitt  reported  the  case  of  a  lady,  a  widow  for  three 
years,  who  presented  the  following  symptoms  :  Ascites,  and 
dropsy  of  the  lower  limbs,  spleen  enlarged,  a  well-marked  pro- 
jection from  beneath  the  ensiform  cartilage,  enlargement  of  the 
right  femur,  a  deep  scar  on  the  forehead  following  suppuration, 
and  under  the  scalp  knots  and  irregularities.  She  had  severe 
neuralgia.  Though  there  was  no  history  of  syphilis  at  the  time, 
she  was  given  pot.  iodide,  grs.  xxx,  three  times  a  day.  She 
began  to  improve  and  did  well.  Afterwards  a  history  of  syphilis 
was  obtained.

[Having  invited  criticism,  Ave  give  below  a  letter  containing  a. 
suggestion  which  has  been  made  by  many  other  parties  also.] 

LETTER    FROM    NEW    LONDON,  RALLS,   CO.,    MO. 

Messrs.   Editors  : 

I  see  in  the  April  number  of  your  Journal — Editorial  Depart- 
ment, "  Slate  Board  Quest ioti^' — you  advocate  a  law  to  better 
regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri. 

I  have  carefully  considered  all  the  sections  laid  down — in  the 
proposed  law — and  I  can  say  that  I  endorse  them  all,  except  the 
thirteenth  section,  relating  to  existing  practitioners  in  the  State 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  ot  the  proposed  law,  not  having  to 
undergo  examination  and  procure  a  certificate  as  the  law  pro- 
vides. 
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I  have  to  suggest  that  we  want  a  law  to  l)eiiefit  the  present 
generation,  not  one  that  will  only  benefit  the  generation  to 
come.  The  act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Missouri,  March  27, 
1874,  section  3,  states  "all  persons  now  practicing  medicine  or 
surgery  in  this  State,  or  who  shall  commence  the  practice  before 
the  first  day  of  September,  1874,  shall  register  their  names 
in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  in  the  count}'  in  which  they  re- 
side, but  they  shall  not  be  required  to  file  a  copy  of  their  dip- 
loma." 

It  was  about  five  months  from  the  time  this  act  was  passed  and 
the  time  it  took  effect — time  enough  to  give  every  person  a  chance 
to  register  who  wished  to  as  a  physician — and  hundreds  of  medi- 
cal students,  druggists  and  others,  without  the  least  qualification, 
registered  in  every  county ;  hence  the  law  did  harm  and  degraded 
the  profession  instead  of  benefiting  it.  The  Legislature,  in  1874, 
included  and  licensed  quacks  enough  in  the  State  of  Missouri  to 
hold  the  reputation  of  the  medical  profession  where  it  is  for  twenty 
years  to  come.  By  examination  of  the  rolls  in  any  county  you 
will  find  half  of  the  number  were  induced  to  register  as  physicians 
in  the  year  1874,  and  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  law  you  desire 
to  have  passed  will  onl}'  bid  them  God-speed.  A  little  change 
in  this  section  would  obviate  the  objection,  viz.:  All  persons 
practicing  medicine  in  the  State  at  the  time  of  the  pas- 
sage of  this   act,  and  who   have  not  been  in  the  practice  more 

than years,  shall  be  required  to  undergo  examination  by  the 

State  Board,  and  be  approved  by  the  same.     The  good  effect  of 
this  law  Avould  be  manifest  in  a  short  time. 

I  Avill  conclude  this  letter  by  expressing  my  earnest  wish  that  the 
members  of  the  profession  will  push  forward  this  good  work  and 
secure,  through  legislative  enactment,  that  protection  of  the  peo- 
ple so  much  needed,  and  to  the  physician  that  honoral>le  distinc- 
tion consistent  with  his   high   and  sacred  calling.

ST.  JOHN'S  HOSPITAL. 

E:ir  and  Throat  Clinic,  conducted  by  Prof.  C.  A.  Todd,  M.  D. 


Two  cases  uf  acute  otitis  media,  reported  hy  H.  S.  Garesc/ie,. 
M.  D.,  assistant. 

Case  I.     Mary    C ,  sixteen  years  old,  weak,  hysterical, 

and  angemic,  had  been  suffering  during  the  past  winter  from 
intermittent  fever,  followed  by  measles,  from  which  she  was  just 
convalescing  when  first  seen. 

March  8. — Had  lost  considerable  sleep  the  previous  night  from 
acute  pain  and  feeling  of  pulsation  in  the  right  ear.  Examin- 
ation showed  the  membrana  tympani  congested  and  thickened, 
and  bulging  at  its  inferior  portion.  Performed  paracentesis,, 
inflated  with  the  air-bag,  and  ordered  regular  syringing  with 
warm  Avater — internally  tinct.  ferri  in  fifteen-drop  doses,  ter  in 

die. 

March  G. — Doing  very  well,  opening  in  memltrane  almost 
closed,  very  little  discharge  and  no  pain. 

March  8. — Ear  in  meantime  not  syringed,  and  discharge  conse- 
quently very  profuse. 

March  13. — "Took  cold,"  much  worse,  considerable  swelling 
over  mastoid  process,  and  pain  on  pressure  in  that  region. 

March  15. — Fluctuation  discovered,  and  an  incision  one  and 
a  half  inches  long  nrade  to  the  bone.  Wound  dressed  with  tent 
of  lint,  saturated  in  carbolized  oil,  to  keep  it  drained,  and  warm 
poultices  in  addition  to  previous  treatment  ordered. 

March  17. — Very  much  better,  no  pain,  poultices  discontinued. 

Tine,  ferri,  air-douche,  and  constant  syringing  kept  up  until 
May  o.  Membrane  completely  cicatrized,  no  discharge,  but 
hearinc-  distance  O.GO  l\)r  the  watch,  probably  OAving  to  the  adhe- 
sions Avithin  the  tympanum.  Patient  discharged,  to  report  occa- 
sionally for  inlhilitui  uf  the  ear,  in  hopes  of  bi'eaking  up  adhe- 
sions. 
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Ca^e  II.     Julia  S ,  eighteen  years  old,  stout  but  somewhat 

anaemic ;  had  been  suffering   a    severe  attack  of   measles  from 
which  she  was  just  recovering  when  first  seen. 

March  8. — Suffered  from  severe  earache  in  left  ear  for  several 
nights  previously,  preventing  sleep.  Preceding  day  profuse  dis- 
charge occurred,  relieving  pain.  Examination  proved  the  meatus 
completely  filled  with  pus,  and,  after  syringing,  the  membrana 
tympani  congested  and  thickened,  with  ragged  perforation  at  the 
anterior  inferior  portion.  Gave  air-douche  to  the  ear,  and 
ordered  systematic  sj^ringing. 

March  10. — Syringing  had  been  neglected;  face  oedematous 
and  bright  red,  pulse  rapid  and  full,  and  temperature  high.  Or- 
dered tinct.  ferri,  fifteeen  drops  every  three  hours. 

March  13. — Better,  but  much  weaker  ;  erysipelatous  blush  on 
face  had  disappeared.      Same  treatment. 

March  15. — Again  same  symptoms  as  on  10th.  Same  treat- 
ment. 

March  17. — Much  better,  though  discharge  still  quite  profuse- 
March  20. — Less  discharge  ;  tinct.  ferri  discontinued. 
MaTch  27. — Very  little  pus  in  meatus  ;  membrane  looking  very 
well  and  almost  cicatrized. 
Passed  from  notice.

Diseases  of  the  Nose  and  its  Accessory  Cavities.  By  W. 
Spencer  Watson,  F.  R.  C.  S.,  Eng.,  B.  M.,Lond.  8vo.',  pp. 
472.     London:   11.  K.  Lewis,  1875. 

How  so  prominent  and  important  an  organ  as  the  human  nose 
has  escaped  the  infliction  of  a  book  so  long,  in  this  period  of 
book-making  on  specialities,  is  hard  to  conceive. 
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An  oi;^-an  so  nuicli  used  and  abused,  so  often  offended  by  con- 
tact witli  noxious  gases  and  malarial  exhalations,  so  overborne 
with  particles  of  filth,  soot  and  sand,  with  which  the  atmosphere 
is  loaded  in  our  large  towns;  sul)ject  to  all  manner  ot"  washing, 
kneading,  squeezing,  sneezing  and  pulling  ;  that  an  organ  thus 
exposed  and  abused, 'should  be  fretted  into  endless  catarrhs,  is  not 
strange. 

If  we  have  waited  long,  Mr.  Watson  has  rewarded  us  with  a 
good  book,  with  numerous  illustrations.  The  work  is  well 
adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  busy  practitioner,  being  suggestive 
and  helpful  in  the  most  difficult  cases  the  physician  is  called  to 
treat ;  beginning  with  a  chapter  on  the  anatomy  and  physiology 
of  the  nose  and  nasal  fossEB,  it  concludes  with  an  appendix  of 
typical  cases,  illustrative  of  diseases  of  the  mucous  membrane  of 
the  nose,  of  diseases  and  injuries-of  the  frontal  sinuses,  of  in- 
juries and  diseases  of  the  antrum,  of  ozoena,  of  the  lachrymal 
passages,  of  distortions  of  the  nose,  of  intra-nasal  tumors  and 
naso-pharyngeal  polypi. 

Our  author  has  done  a  good  work  for  the  profession  by  collect- 
ing and  systematizing  the  materials  relating  to  this  important 
department  heretofore  known  to  few. 

This  book  should  be  found  in  every  physician's  library  ;  indeed 
no  set  of  text-books  can  be  considered  complete  without  it.  It 
matters  little  how  many  physicians  in  the  great  cities  make  the 
nose  and  throat  a  specialty,  the  great  majority  of  practitioners 
are  compelled  to  treat  the  various  affections  of  this  organ,  and 
should  provide  themselves  with  the  most  relial)le  information,  if 
they  would  do  justice  to  their  patrons.  E. 

Filth-Diseases  and  their  Prevention.  By  John  Simon,  M. 
D.,  F.  R.  C.  S.,  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  "the  Privy  Council 
and  of  the  Local  Government  Board  of  Great  Britain.  First 
American  edition,  printed  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  Massachusetts.  Boston:  James  Camp- 
bell, 1876.     12mo.,pp.  96, 

This  valuable  essay,  "  originally  offered  as  a  preface  to  a  vol- 
ume of  admirable  reports  made  by  Government  Inspectors,"  takes 
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typhoid  fever,  with  the  diseases  which  are  allied  to  it  in  mode  of 
origin,  as  first  topic  in  the  subject-matter  of  preventive  medicine, 
considered  with  reference  to  the  administrative  needs  of  England 
at  the  present  time.  Among  the  class  of  causes  injuriously 
affecting  the  public  health  through  their  general  or  perhaps  uni- 
versal operation,  two  stand  foremost,  according  to  the  author, 
and  claim  the  earliest  attention  of  her  sanitary  government. 
These  two  gigantic  evils  are,  in  the  author's  Avords, — 

"First,  the  omission  (whether  through  neglect  or  through 
want  of  skill)  to  make  due  removal  of  refuse-matters,  solid  and 
liquid,  from  irdiabited  places  ;   and, 

"  Secondly,  the  license  which  is  permitted  to  cases  of  dangerous 
infectious  disease  to  scatter  abroad  the  seeds  of  their  infection." 

He  continues — "In  certain  very  important  cases,  injury — 
immense  injury — accruing  to  the  public  health,  arises  from  a  co- 
operation of  these  two  evils  :  arises  namely,  through  the  special 
facility  which  certain  forms  of  local  uncleanliness  provide  for  the 
spreading  of  certain  specific  infections  ;  and  the  influence  which 
uncleanliness  almost  necessarily  exerts  in  that  way  against  the 
public  health,  makes  so  large  an  addition  to  the  influence  which 
it  exerts  in  other  ways,  that,  in  total  power,  uncleanliness  must, 
without  doubt,  be  recorded  as  the  deadliest  of  our  present  re- 
movable causes  of  diseases." 

But  to  quote  the  good  things  of  this  book  would  be  to  give  the 
whole  book  in  a  less  elegant  form  than  that  in  which  it  is  pub- 
lished. We  join  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Health  in 
earnestly  urging  upon  all  persons  the  careful  perusal  of  this 
masterly  essay.  1^-  V.  D. 

Determination  of  the  Refractton  of  the  Eye  with  the 
Oi'HTHALMOscoi'E.  h'rom  advanced  sheets  on  the  Ophthalmos- 
cope.     By  Edward  U.  Loring,  M.  I).,  N.  Y. 

The  invention  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  twenty-five  years  since, 
constitutes  an  epoch  in  the  science  of  ophthalmology.  In  con- 
sequence oP  the  marvelous  revelations  which  have  been  made 
through  its  agency,  much  of  the  literature  pertaining  to  the  eye 
has  been  required  to  be  entirely  re-written.      Systematic  works 
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upon  this  brunch  of  surgery  n\unv,  have  now  reached  a  num- 
ber of  volumes  nearly  equal  to  that  which,  fifty  years  since,  em- 
braced the  domain  of  medical  lore. 

In  the  grand  procession,  discovery  at  times  seems  to  ])ause,  in 
order  to  apply  to  practical  uses  the  principles  evoked  and  enun- 
ciated. Hence  the  origin  and  necessity  of  monographs  which  be- 
come worthy  accretions  to,  before  they  are  introduced  and  amal- 
gamated in  the  standard  works  upon  demonstrated  science. 

A  recent  and  valuable  contribution  to  ophthalmology,  just  re- 
ceived, is  by  Edward  G.  Loring,  M.  D.,  New  York,  upon  the 
"  Determination  of  the  Refraction  of  the  Eye  with  the  Ophthal- 
moscope "*  (which  same,  however,  is  announced  to  be  l)ut  an 
excerpt  from  a  forthcoming  work  on  Ophthalmoscopy),  though 
Helmholtz  first  indicated  this  faculty  of  the  instrument  soon  after 
its  discovery,  and  Jneger,  Bonders  and  Mauthner  have  since  writ- 
ten ably  upon  this  subject.  The  instrument  recommended  by 
Dr.  Loring  is  that  manufactured  by  H.  W.  Hunter,  118:^  Broad- 
way, New  York. 

In  the  application  of  the  ophthalmoscope  in  determining  the 
degree  of  ametropia  in  any  given  case,  it  is  requisite  that  the 
eye  of  the  observer  should  be  emmetropic,  by  nature  or  by  the 
interposition  of  a  glass,  and  that  its  accommodation  should  be  en- 
tirely relaxed  by  voluntary  effort  or  by  the  addition  of  a  suitable 
glass.     These  conditions  being  premised  our  author  proposes — 

First,  "  To  determine  the  amount  of  myopia  in  the  observed 
eye."  It  will  equal  the  weakest  concave  glass  through  which  the 
fundus  is  seen  distinctly,  plus  the  distance  of  the  glass  from  the 
nodal  point  of  the  observed  eye.  The  latter  distance  is  assumed 
to  be  two  inches  ;  but  even  this  distance  with  an  ophthalmo- 
scope, "  the  mirror  of  which  lies  in  the  same  plane  with  the  han- 
dle," and  some  adroit  manipulation  by  an  adept  in  its  use,  may 
be  much  reduced  or  completely  nullified,  so  that  "  the  glass  used 
would  represent  the  amount  of  ametropia  without  further  addition 
of  the  distance." 

Second,  The  amount  of  hyperrnetropia  in  the  observed  eye  is 
always  equal  to  the  glass  used  minus  the  distance  of  the  glass 
from  the  nodal  point  of  the  examined  eye.  Tiie  general  rule  is 
thus  summed  up  : — 
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"  The  ametropia  in  a  given  case  is  equal  to  the  glass,  through 
which  the  fundus  is  seen  distinctly,  plus  the  distance  between  it 
and  the  nodal  point,  if  the  eye  exaniineil  be  myopic  ;  minus  the 
distance  if  it  be  hypermetropic." 

In  the  hands  of  the  adept  it  is  practicable  by  means  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  also  to  determine  the  presence  and  degree  of 
astigmatism.  To  some  extent,  the  mode  is  elucidated  by  the 
writer,  but  an  extended  consideration  of  this  subject  would  in- 
volve more  than  is  contemplated  by  this  notice.  The  careful 
perusal  of  this  monograph  will  amply  repay  him  who  desires  to 
keep  up  with  the  advancing  line  of  ophthalmoscopy.  D.

It  is  not  uncommon  for  physicians  to  entertain  a  degree  of 
prejudice  against  a  book  of  lectures,  assuming  that  if  they  are 
wisely  adapted  to  beginners,  they  will  not  meet  the  wants  of 
practitioners. 

If  this  be  a  righteous  judgment  of  some  books,  the  one  in  hand 
is  surely  an  exception,  for  the  reason — if  no  other — that  few 
physicians  find  time  during  their  short  period  of  pupilage  in  this 
country  to  study  specially  heart  affections,  and  no. man  can  become 
reliable  and  proficient  in  the  diagnosis  of  heart  troubles  without 
careful,  earnest  study,  with  a  fixed  purpose  to  master  the  sub- 
ject ;  and  now  that  the  subjects  pressed  upon  the  student  are  so 
numerous  and  extended,  some  of  them  must  be  omitted  or  passed 
over  lightly,  to  be  resumed,  if  at  all,  after  graduation. 

After  all  that  has  been  written  on  the  subject  of  heart  disease, 
these  lectures  have  a  charm,  from  their  clearness  of  description, 
Avhich  suggests  that  the  author  must  have  been  the  su])ject  of  some 
heart  disease  himself,  to  succeed  so  well  in  making  plain  the  differ- 
ential diagnosis  of  functional  disturbances  from  structural  lesions. 

The  work  comprises  seventeen  lectures,  the  last  three  being  on 
the  Aorta.  The  book  is  one  of  the  most  readable  and  instruc- 
tive on  the  subjects  of  which  it  treats  we  have  met  with  in  English, 
medical  literature.

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Fatty    Degeneration    of  the   Speryviafozoids.     By  Dr.   Leo- 
nardo Bianchi  (Naples). 

In  1871  I  was  called  to  see  a  young  man,  aged  23  or  24, 
married  for  two  years  to  a  young  girl  of  robust  constitution  and 
good  physique.  My  patient  w^as  a  young  man  of  great  sobriety : 
he  had  never  been  addicted  to  masturbation  in  his  youth,  and  as 
to  venereal  disease  he  had  never  had  anything  more  than  a  simple, 
very  light  blenorrhagia  which  speedily  disappeared  without  a 
trace.  For  a  year  past  he  had  observed  that  he  had  not  been 
able  to  drink  at  the  fountain  of  Venus  with  the  ardor  legitimate 
to  every  healthy  man  in  good  mental  condition.  Ejaculation  was 
sometimes  absent  and  other  times  much  retarded,  more  often 
it  was  irregular  and  inopportune.  This  state  of  things  begot 
the  melancholy  peculiar  to  it.  Instead  of  tranquility  and  lucidity 
there  was  hypochondriasis,  dejection,  distaste  for  society.  A 
year  before  I  had  occasion  to  see  the  patient  and  I  was  struck 
now  at  the  complete  change  he  had  undergone.  His  character 
had  become  sombre  and  pensive,  and  occasionally  his  face 
assumed  an  expression  half  stupid  and  half  criminal. 

He  was  perpetually  occupied  in  thought  about  the  sterility  of 
his  marriage,  and  both  on  account  of  his  family  and  himself  he 
came  to  consult  me,  rather  as  a  friend  than  a  client.  He  con- 
fessed to  me  the  sufferings  which  had  poisoned  his  conjugal  life, 
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but  attributed  everything  to  the  sterility  of  his  wife.  A  physi- 
cian hud  examined  her  and  discovered  a  moderate  elongation  of 
the  superior  lip  of  the  os  uteri,  and  was  almost  persuaded  to 
believe  that  the  sterility  was  due  to  the  fact  that  in  coitus  the 
orifice  of  the  uterus  Avas  closed  by  a  valve. 

The  observation  was  exact  and  the  inference  logical,  all  the 
more  as  there  existed  no  other  pathological  condition  to  account 
for  the  sterility.  .  Amputation  of  the  upper  lip  seemed  the  only 
means  of  quieting  the  anxieties  of  the  husband.  The  lady 
courageously  submitted  to  the  operation. 

I  felt  here  that  there  might  have  been  some  mistake.  I  did 
not  underrate  the  physical  and  mechanical  hindrance  to  conception 
offered  by  the  uterus,  but  I  did  not  believe  them  sufficient  in  this 
case  to  have  formed  an  impenetrable  valve.  I  entertained  the 
suspicion,  in  short,  that  the  sterility  might  have  its  seat  in  the 
spermatozoids. 

I  subjected  my  client  to  a  very  minute  examination.  The 
result  was  negative  in  every  point.  The  elaborators  of  the  sper- 
matic secretion,  the  testicles,  seemed  a  little  flabby,  a  condition 
which  was  remarked  by  the  patient  himself.  I  now  asked  him  for 
a  specimen  of  secretion  as  the  only  means  of  ascertaining  his 
condition.  A  specimen  was  brought  me  and  I  took  it  to  the  lab- 
oratory of  anatomy  and  physiology  where  I  work  under  the 
direction  of  Prof.  Armanni.  This  examination  was  repeated 
twice  in  four  days.  The  i-esult  was  the  same  in  every  case.  The 
secretion  had  the  natural  color,  consistence,  density,  etc.,  but 
there  was  no  trace  of  spermatozoids.  There  was  absolute  ab- 
sence of  spermatozoids.  The  microscopic  field  was  homogeneous 
or  showed  a  very  finely  granular  substance,  and  occasionally, 
in  lieu  of  the  spermatozoids,  some  elongated  bodies,  very  small, 
alike  at  each  end.  alike  in  form  and  volume,  dispersed  irregularly 
about.  They  had  not  the  pronounced  head  or  attenuated  tail  of 
spermatozoids,  nor  were  they  endowed  with  their  very  active 
motion  forwards,  nor  was  there  undulation  of  the  body.  On  the 
contrary,  they  were  straight  and  Coi'med  oL'  small  shining  points 
and  almost  agglutinated  at  the  sides. 

A  drop  of  ether   let   fall  upon  the  object  dissipated  the  whole 
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microscopic  field.  The  sperm  itself  was  treated  with  ether  ;  it 
was  now  impossible  to  discover  the  least  trace  ot"  the  spermatic 
filaments. 

There  are  some  other  facts  worthy  of  notice.  He  had  a  most 
obstinate  dyspepsia  with  an  ajtpetite  so  voracious  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  satisfy  it.  He  was  subjected  to  headaches  also  at 
brief  intervals  which  were  almost  insupportable.  I  have  taken 
pains  in  the  observation  of  this  case  because,  notwithstanding 
the  lights  of  science  and  experience  which  have  illuminated  the 
practice  of  our  great  masters,  this  is  the  first  time  in  which  I 
have  heard  anything  of  fatty  degeneration  of  the  spermatozoids. 
The  case  shows  : 

1.  That  in  the  period  of  apparent  vigor,  without  apparent 
affection  of  the  testis,  there  may  be  complete  fatty  degeneration 
of  the  spermatozoids. 

2.  That  this  degeneration  may  be  a  cause  of  infecundity 
without  compromising  the  sexual  relations.  Science  thus  turns 
the  attention  of  the  physician  from  the  woman  where  it  has  long, 
even  opprobiously,  rested,  to  the  man  who  may  be  at  fault  in  the 
most  essential  regards. 

If  now  we  analyze  the  symptoms  accompanying  this  case  of 
degeneration  we  may  establish  its  point  of  departure  and  follow 
its  course. 

Excessive  desire  without  corresponding  sensation  has  the  sig- 
nificance of  painful  anaesthesia.  This  union  of  disassociated 
phenomena  is  the  proljlem  to  be  solved  ;  it  has  its  seat  probably 
in  the  organs  which  preside  over  the  innervation  of  the  genital 
apparatus.  Ejaculation  is  incomplete  because  the  abnormal 
erethism  prevents  the  ti'ansmission  of  the  physiological  impres- 
sion. The  difficulty  in  ejaculation  ought  to  be  regarded  as  a 
reflex  phenomenon,  perfectly  in  accord  with  the  complete  inner- 
vation of  the  sexual  organs.  The  fatty  degeneration  of  the 
spermatozoids  depends  upon  a  morbid  principle  attacking  the- 
elements  which  preside  over  the  formation  and  nutrition  of  the 
cells  with  the  tubes  of  the  testicle.  The  debility  which  com- 
menced a  year  ago  indicates  a  fusion  of  these  cells,  a  fact, 
demonstrated  by  M.   Dr.  Letzerich.     He  has  shown  us   that  a. 
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■fusion  of  the  nerve  fibres,  which  traverse  the  tunica  propria  of 
the  seminal  tubules,  is  an  almost  certain  proof  that  the  nutrition 
and  activity  of  the  spermatic  glands  obey  or  are  subject  to  the 
control  of  a  special  centre  of  innervation,  as  in  the  salivary 
glands  (demonstrations  of  Thueger  and  Boll).  Their  observa- 
tions lend  weight  to  our  opinion. 

Two  facts  prove  central  localization.  One  is  anatomico-phys- 
iological.  It  is  the  discovery  by  Budge  of  a  special  centre  for 
the  genital  organs  in  the  spinal  column  of  rabbits  ;  the  other, 
pathological,  is  the  frequency  with  which  we  observe  genital 
•troubles  in  tabes  dorsalis. 

Now,  the  question  arises — were  these  filaments  seen  by  Prof. 
Armanni  and  myself  veritable  spermatozoids  degenerated  ?  What 
else  could  they  be  ?  We  have  an  analogous  condition  in  the  fila- 
ments of  the  mule,  as  shown  by  Panceri.     '■''     '^     * 

No  therapy  was  undertaken.  The  patient  refused  to  submit  to 
a  long  treatment  by  electricity  and  hydrotherapy,  as  I  advised, 
■  because  I  could  not  guarantee  a  cure. —  The  Clinic. 

Clirunic  IJysentery  treated  by  tlie  Local  Jipplication  of  A^i- 
tric    Jicid. 

Dr.  T.  Gaillard  Thomas  relates,  in  the  A''eio  York  Medical 
Journal,  for  January,  1876,  a  case  of  chronic  dysentery  of  sev- 
eral years  duration,  cured  in  five  weeks  by  three  applications  of 
strong  nitric  acid  to  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  rectum. 

The  parts  were  exposed  by  a  Sim's  speculum  and  the  acid  was 
applied  on  a  swab  carefully  so  as  not  to  burn  through  the  mem- 
brane. 

Dr.  Thomas  says  he  got  the  idea  from  Dr.  R.  B.  Maury  of  Mem- 
phis, who  has  treated  the  disease  by  the  local  application  of  ni- 
trate of  silver.  P. 

Tincture  (f  Gelsehiium  in  JW'uralgia  (f  the  Jaws. 

Dr.  Spencer  Thompson  relates,  in  llie  January  number  of 
the  London  Lancet,  his  experience  in  the  administration  of 
twenty-drop  doses  of  tincture  of  gelsemlum,  in  neuralgia  of  the 
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alveolar  processes,  ineliuling  vague  toothache.     More  tliaii  three 
doses  are  rarely  necessary. 

For  relief  of  other  neuralgia,  he  pluces  most    reliance  upon 
"phosphorus.  P.

Lastly  you  should  practice  yourselves  in  estimating  the  mental 
:as  well  as  bodily  health  ;  for,  as  the  Latin  Grammar  taught  you, 
mens  sana  is  only  found  in  corpore  sano. 

In  summary,  let  me  repeat  that  a  sound  constitution  depends 
upon  a  body  well  constructed  both  inside  and  out,  and  upon  a 
balance  of  functions,  circulation,  respiration,  innervation,  diges- 
tion, sanguification,  each  well,  all  unconsciously  fulfilled  ;  ujjou  a 
temperature  well  maintained  all  the  body  over  ;  and  last,  but  by 
no  means  least,  upon  good  habits  of  life.  A  man,  as  Celsus 
said,  is  not  to  live  too  much  by  rule;  he  should  be  the  master, 
not  the  slave,  of  his  body. 

The  state  of  health  is  a  state  of  very  perfect  hajmatosis,  in 
which  the  tissues  of  the  body  are  neither  too  moist  nor  too  dry. 
Flabby  muscles  and  hydrjemia  of  the  intercellular  tissue  are  sug- 
gestive of  debility,  if  not  of  actual  disease.  There  appears  to  be 
a  maximum  of  solidity,  a  ratio  between  weight  and  height 
and  girth,  which  coincides  with  that  period  of  life  when  the  en- 
ergy or  vigor  is  greatest,  when  each  individual  is  capable  of  his 
greatest  feats  of  strength  and  endurance  ;  it  is  better  marl<ed  in 
.males  than  in  females,  and  happens  at  or  about  the  thirtieth  year 
of  life.  This  is  the  quality  of  body  which  the  hygienist  aim  at 
prolonging. 

The  following  signs  may  be  accepted  as  evidence  of  sound 
health: — 1.  Lidividual  adaptability:  the  capacity  in  man  to 
adapt  himself  to  extremely  opposite  conditions  of  existence  with- 
out suflering  in  energy.  2.  Endurance:  the  capacity  of  support- 
ing considerable  bodily  or  mental  labor  without  suffering  from 
fatigue,  or  of  repairing  the  latter  quickly.  !>.  Self-command: 
,the  capacity  of   controlling   the   emotions,    blunting   as   well    as 
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sharpening  the  sensations  at  will.  4.  Resistance  to  morbific  in- 
fluences :  the  capacity  of  eliminating  all  poisons  quickly  by  dint 
of  sound  organs  of  excretion. 

The  following  signs  of  debility  ought  to  be  enumerated  as 
well:  1.  Det'ormity;  obesity;  leanness;  bad  construction  of 
the  skeleton  or  of  its  clothing.  2.  Personal  inadaptability  :  lia- 
bility to  disturbance  of  either  mind  or  body  upon  slight  provo- 
cation, such  as  change  of  food,  clothing,  climate,  or  any  inter- 
ruption of  the  ordinary  habits,  o.  Lack  of  endurance:  small 
staying  powers,  requiring  long  rest  to  repair  fatigue.  4.  Small 
emotional  control :  the  persons  who  are  quickly  provoked  to  an- 
ger, or  are  speedily  moved  to  tears  or  laughter,  exhibit  feeble 
nervous  systems,  and  are  prone  to  nervous  disorders.  5.  Pro- 
clivity to  morbific  influences  :  those  whose  organs  of  sanguifica- 
tion or  of  elimination  are  damaged  ;  who,  although  equal  to  or- 
dinary calls  upon  them,  exhibit  their  inefficiency  by  succumbing, 
to  every  contagion,  miasma,  or  poisonous  influence  that  they  en- 
counter, 

Inoculabilitxj  of  Fevers. 

A  valuable  preliminary  communication  {^Centralhlatt fur  die 
Medicinisclien  Wissenschaften)  on  the  above  subject  has  been. 
made  by  Dr.  Motschutkoffsky,  superintendent  of  the  State  Hos- 
pital, Odessa.  More  exact  details  of  the  experiments  will  shortly 
be  published  ;  but  the  following  Ijrief  sketch  of  the  results  of  the 
inquiry  cannot  fail  to  be  of  interest : 

"  During  the  last  three  years,  in  the  course  of  which  typhoid, 
typhus  and  relapsing  fevers  have  repeatedly  assumed  the  forms 
of  severe  epidemics,  I  have  taken  the  opportunity  of  investigat- 
ing the  question  of  their  inoculability.  I  was  stimulated  to 
these  experiments  by  a  successful  inoculation  practiced  on 
himscll'  by  Dr.  jNIiinc-h,  our  csteenied  Prosector.  My  experi- 
ments were  made  (1)  on  men  who  willingly  submitted  to  them; 
(2)  on  animals,  as  monkeys,  rabbits,  dogs  and  cats.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  results  :  llei)eated  inocidatious  in  typhus  and 
typhoid  fever  were  attended  with  no  results,  either  in  nnui  or  in 
animals.     Relapsing    fever    may    be  readily   inoculated    in    the 
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healthy  human  bi)ily.  luornhition  in  aninnils  had  no  efiVcts.  As 
an  inoeuhitini!;  material  the  bluotl  alone  proved  elleetual,  ix'jieated 
inoculations  with  milk,  sweat,  urine,  saliva,  and  excrement,  being 
without  result.  The  inocuhuion  was  only  successful  when  the 
blood  was  taken  during  the  febrile  attack  ;  it  was  a  matter  of  • 
indifterence  in  which  of  the  several  exacerbations  it  was  taken. 
Inoculation  Avith  the  blood  of  an  apyretic  patient  (^■.  e.,  during 
the  remissions)  gave  only  negative  results.  If  the  blood  was 
taken  from  the  patient  during  the  attack,  the  results  were  the 
same,  whether  spirilk^  could  l)e  detected  under  the  miscroscope 
or  not ;  for  instance,  during  the  first  hour  of  the  first  paroxysm. 
The  relapsing  fever,  artificially  produced,  differed  in  no  way  from 
that  acquired  in  the  usual  manner,  either  in  its  clinical  features, 
its  severity,  its  duration,  or  in  the  number  of  relapses. 

A  relapsing  fever,  produced  artificially,  furnishes  fresh  inocu- 
lating material,  although  the  pus  theory  advanced  by  Davaine — 
that  the  contagium  becomes  more  powerful  with  each  successive 
inoculation — receives  no  confirmation.  From  the  contagium  of 
relapsing  fever,  none  other  of  the  group  of  contagious  fevers 
develops  but  relapsing  fever.  Blood  taken  from  a  patient  suffer- 
ing from  the  bilious  form  of  relapsing  fever  does  not  produce  the 
bilious  form  in  the  recipient. 

The  period  of  incubation  never  lasted  less  than  five  days,  and 
never  more  than  eight  days.  The  duration  of  the  remissions 
corresponded  approximately  with  the  period  of  incubation.  In- 
oculation during  the  incubation  stage  had  no  results.  The 
quantity  of  blood  used  in  inoculating  had  no  influence  either  on 
the  duration  of  the  incubation  or  on  the  severity  of  the  par- 
oxysms. The  blood  taken  from  a  man  ten  weeks  after  the 
cessation  of  the  last  exacerbation  (the  fourth)  failed  to  produce 
the  fever.  Blood  kept  for  two  days  in  an  hermetically  sealed 
tube  at  a  temperature  of  55°  F.  proved  successful  ;  the  spirillae 
had  not  in  this  case  lost  their  mobility.  Inoculation  with  blood 
diluted  with  an  e(|ual  quantity  of  a  one  per  cent.  a(|ueous  solution 
of  hydrochlorate  of  quinine  answered  completely  ;  the  spirillaj 
lost  their  mobility  immediately  after  the  mixing.  Ten  parts  of 
blood  diluted  with  one  part  of  spirit  gave  negative  results  on  in- 
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oculation,  ami  in  this  case  also,  after  the  admixture,  the  move- 
ments of  the  spirillas  ceased.  Of  the  inoculated  persons,  none 
had  any  lasting  ill  results  from  the  experiments,  a  great  number 
of  which  were  made  in  the  presence  of  my  colleagues." — Medi- 
'  cat  Examiner. 

Ulcerations  of  the  Os  Uteri. 

In  the  Boston  Medical  and,  Surgical  Journal  of  MarcK 
16th,  Dr.  Clifton  E.  Wing  makes  valuable  and  timely  sugges- 
tions concerning  so-called  "ulcerations"  of  the  os  uteri.  He 
thinks  the  text-books  mislead,  rather  than  assist  the  student  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  true  condition.  He  says,  "What  is  commonly 
considered  and  treated  as  ulceration  of  the  womb  is  not  ulcera- 
tion, but  one  of  two  conditions,  both  of  which,  when  understood,, 
are  simple  enough." 

He  considers  the  "  red  abrasion,"  so  often  seen  in  women  who 
have  not  borne  children,  due  to  irritating  discharges  from  the 
uterus  afi'ected  with  catarrh,  or  endometritis  as  it  is  commonly 
called,  not  unlike  the  abrasion  about  the  nose  from  a  catarrhal 
discharge  if  not  constantly  removed. 

What  the  effect  of  treating  the  abrasion  about  the  nose  by  caus- 
tics, etc.,  as  a  local  ulceration,  why  then  treat  any  other  part  of 
the  body  in  this  way?  With  proper  treatment  directed  to  the  in- 
ternal surface  of  the  uterus  the  acrid  discharge  might  soon  be  sup- 
pressed, when  the  excoriation  would  take  care  of  itself. 

"The  other  condition  mistaken  for  ulceration  is  rupture  of 
the  cervix  with  eversion.  Dr.  Emmet  was  the  first  to  recognize 
and  describe  the  true  condition  in  this  disease,  and  to  invent  and 
practice  the  operation  for  its  radical  cure." 

Care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not  confound  the  apparent 
hypei'trophy  of  an  everted  cervix  with  the  ti'ue  enlargement  of 
hypertrophy  ;  careful  examination  should  be  made  to  see  if  ever- 
sion does  not  exist.  Emmet's  operation  for  the  restoration  of 
the  cervix  consists  simply  in  freshening  the  surfaces  and  bringing 
the  parts  together  again,  and  retaining  them  there  by  sutures  until 
union  has  taken  place  ;  of  coui'se,  care  is  taken  to  have  the  uterine 
canal  intact.  The  patient  should  remain  quiet  in  bed  for  several 
days  after  the  operation.

DECLINE  OF  INTEREST  IX    MEDICAL    MEETINGS. 

Those  of  US  who  remain  to  contrast  the  attendance  and  inter- 
est manifested  in  the  Missouri  State  Medical  Associaticni  of 
1851-2-3,  with  that  of  1874-5-(:»  are  prompted  to  enquire  th,e 
cause  or  meaning  of  the  striking  decline  of  interest. 

While  the  city  and  State  have  increased  in  population  and 
wealth,  at  least  four-fold,  there  has  been  an  absolute  decline  in 
the  number  attending,  and  interest  manifested,  in  the  meetings  of 
the  two  periods.  Has  it  been  discovered  that  organized  efforts 
are  less  successful  than  isolated,  individual  efforts,  to  advance- 
medical  knowledge  or  science?  This  will  hardly  be  claimed. 
What  explanation  have  we  then  for  the  fact  that  so  few  attend  ? 
The  State  Society  meets  at  the  doors  of  six  hundred  doctors  in  the 
city,  and  two  or  three  per  cent  have  interest  enough  "  to  drop 
in  and  see  what  is  doing ;"  perhaps  one  man  in  one  hundred 
will  have  a  paper  or  a  short  talk  to  offer — whei-e  are  the  ninety 
and  nine? — a  score  or  two  hold  themselves  to  be  of  the  elite  on 
account  of  having  secured  for  themselves  a  support  by  inherit- 
ance or  incidental  to  newly  formed  alliances,  or  because  of  a  short 
tuition  abroad.  They  cannot  think  of  mingling  with  doctors 
promiscuously  assembled,  and  "  poh "  at  everything  said  or 
done;  no  society  or  medical  journal  is  (juite  "  nobby"  enough", 
for  them.  While  they  never  contribute  an  article  or  idea  to  the- 
stock  of  knowledge  in  the  profession,  they  affect  to  feel  com- 
promised to  have  on  their  office  table  a  journal  published  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic.  These  men  often  know  full  well  that  if  they 
ventured  forth  in  the  light,  Avith  the  pen  or  in  debate,  they  would 
have  the  conceit  taken  out  of  them  before  the  curtain  fell  on  the- 
first  scene. 

This  assumption  of  superior  knowledge,  and  affected  sneer  at 
all  that  is  American  in  method  or  substance,  is  quite  characteris- 
tic of  a  class  who  have  but  a  small  patch  of  brains,  even  if  it  i&~ 
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highly  cultivated  ;  of  course,  they  see  no  good  in  metlical  meet- 
ings, and  charge  those  who  do  attend  them  with  seeking  "  cheap 
notoriety,"  etc. 

Selfishness  is  natural  to  man,  and  many  men  cannot  believe 
any  man  moved  by  beneloveut  impulses  in  any  thing  he  does  ; 
being  conscious  ol:  no  purpose  or  impulse  of  the  kind  in  them- 
selves, they  seem  unwilling  to  believe  in  its  existence  ;  and  they 
have  little  faith  in  culture  as  an  end.  The  "  almighty  dollar" 
is  the  only  stimulant  to  action  and  end  of  effort,  they  know  any- 
thing about  ;  if  such  men  happen  to  attend  a  medical  meeting, 
take  a  medical  journal,  or  buy  a  medical  book,  it  is  to  learn  to  do 
something  that  will  bring  them  money.  Verily,  if  all  men  were 
of  this  stripe  we  would  truly  "  want  but  little  here  below  and  not 
that  little  long  ;"  if  all  acted  on  this  principle,  the  medical  pro- 
fession would  never  have  contributed  what  it  has,  to  mitigate  the 
ills  and  multiply  the  joys  of  human  existence  :  no  Harvey,  no 
Jenner,  no  quinine,  no  chloroform,  to  say  nothing  of  the  tens  of 
thousands  of  lesser  discoveries  and  improvements  in  medical  and 
surgical  practice  the  past  century.  And  what  we  should  have 
instead,  if  selfishness  reigned  supreme,  can  better  be  imagined 
than  pictured. 

While  we  may  thus  account  for  the  want  of  interest  and  non- 
attendance  of  a  few  at  our  medical  meetings,  doubtless  the  great 
and  all-pervading  cause  is  the  overcroicding  of  the  profession 
■with  incompetent  men.  The  thousands  turned  out  of  the  schools 
'Cast  of  us  every  year,  and  exhorted  to  "go  West  and  grow  up 
with  the  country ; "  not  caring  to  have  them  sit  down  under 
the  walls  of  their  "Alma  Mater,"  to  discredit  and  mortify  her 
by  their  blunders  and  incompetence.  So  they  are  pushed  out 
West,  and  as  St.  Louis  is  a  kind  of  gateAvay  into  the  State,  they 
concentrate  here  by  the  hundreds  and  tarry  long  enough  to  afford  a 
lively  business  to  sign  painters,  who  are  farther  worried  by  adding 
to  or  taking  from  the  original  sign  the  word,  Ilnnia'upath,  as  the 
varying  fortunes  cause  to  favor  or  fear  it ;  finally  the  sign  dis- 
appears with  its  owner  to  turn  up  at  some  new  place,  or  to  be 
neglected  until  some  other  occupation  of  more  promise  is  tried. 

When  men  can  barely  live,  they  cannot  be  expected  to  give 
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their  time  or  money  to  purely  l)L-uevolcnt  enterprises.  The  men 
from  a  distance  in\lie  State  wlio  spend  twenty  or  thirty  doHars, 
besides  the  time,  must  naturally  think  the  city  doctor  who  fails  to 
attend— when  the  meeting  comes  to  his  door— indifferent ;  a 
better  reason  would  be  that  the  city  doctor  don't  care  to  con- 
tribute to  give  importance  to  an  enterprise  where  others  (compet- 
itors) are  likely  to  reap  the  fruits,  it;  any  there  be. 

The  sagacity  of  the  profession  is,  to  chvck  a  rising  man  if 
possible,  be  sure  never  to  elect  him  to  any  prominent  position 
^vhereby  the  public  may  infer  that  he  shares  the  confidence  of  his 
professional  brethren;  never  compliment  him  until  he  has  soften- 
ing of  the  brain,  paralysis,  heart  disease,  consumption,  or  some 
disease  that  permanently  disqualifies,  and  which  is  always  men- 
tioned in  connection  with  his  name,  "a  clever  fellow,  pity  he  is 
used  up  ;  "  thus  has  the  profession  lost  sympathy  with  itself. 
When  men  keep  their  feet  under  them  with  the  greatest  possible 
difficulty,  such  is  the  temptation. 

The  only  explanation  of  this  decline  is  the  introduction  into  the 
profession  of  thousands  of  men  who  pursue  medicine  as  a  irade, 
a  means  to  get  a  livelihood,  and  possibly  an  improved  social  posi- 
tion. They  have  not  the  mental  training  or  knowledge  to  love  the 
study  of  their  profession,  they  are  content  Avith  being  routine 
prescription  doctors  all  their  lives  ;  hence  the  necessity  of  a  Slate 
law  that  will  in  the  future  keep  out  this  class  of  men,  and  build 
on  the  "  bed  rock"  of  absolute  science,  the  foundations  of  pro- 
fessional  prosperity.  ^'
